Doubt not but the Title of this Book 
will amuſe ſome of my reading Friends

they ſhould really raiſe the Devil, by reading his 
Story. 

Children and old Women have told themſelves ſo 
many frightful Things of the Devil, and have formed 
ideas of him in their Minds, in ſo many horrible and 
monſtrous Shapes, that really it were enough to fright 
tne Dewi] himſelf to meet himſelf in the Dark, dreſs'd 
Up in the ſeveral Figures 1 Imagination has —

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for him in the Minds of Men ; and as for themſelves, I 
cannot think by any Means that the Devil would terrify 
them half ſo much, if they were to Converſe Face to 
Face with him. 

It muſt certainly therefore be a moſt uſeful undertak- 
ing, to give the true Hiſtory of this Tyrant of the Air, 
this God of the World, this Terror and Averſion of 
Mankind, which we call Dewi/; to ſhew what he 18, 
and what he 1s No T, where he 1s, and where he 1 : 
NOT, when he is IN us, and when he 1s NOT; fot 
I cannot doubt but that the Dewi is really and bona fide 
in a great many of our honeſt weak-headed Friends, 
when they themſelves know nothing of the Matter, 

Nor is the Work ſo difficult as ſome may imagine 
The Devil's Hiſtory is not ſo hard to come at, as it 
ſeems to be; his Original and the firſt riſe of his Family 
is upon Record, and as for his Conduct, he has acted 
indeed in the Dark, as to Method in many Things ; 
but in general, as Cunning as he is, he has been Foo! 
enough to expole himſelf in ſome of the moſt conſider- 
able Franſactions of his Life, and has not ſhewn himſelf 
a Politician at all: Our old Friend Matchiavel outdid 
him in many Things, and I may in the Proceſs of thi- 
Work give an Account of ſeveral of the Sons of Adam, 
and ſome Societies of them too, ho have out-witted 
the Devil, nay, who have out-fin'd the Dewil, and 
that I think may be called out-ſhooting him in his own 
Bow. | 

It may perhaps be expected of me in this H ſtory, 
that ſince I ſeem inclin'd to ſpeak favourably of Satan, 
to do him Juſtice, and to write his Story imparti ally, 1 
ſhould take ſome Pains to tell you what Religion he 1s 
of; and even this Part may not be fo much a Jeſt, as at 
firſt Sight you may take it to be; for Satan has ſome 
thing of Religion in him, I aſſure you; nor is he ſuch 
an unprofitable Devil that way, as ſome may ſuppol:

72 5 of this in ſacred Hiſtory, that if I were not at pre- 1 
Is g ſent, in common with a few others, talking to an T1 
i 1 Infidel fort of Gentlemen, with whom thoſe re- 
- , mote Things called Scriptures are not allowed in 
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Evidence, I might ſay it was ſufficiently proved; 
but I doubt not in the Proceſs of this Undertaking 
to ſhew, that be Devil really fears God, and that 
after another Manner than ever he feared Saint 
Francis or Saint Dunſtan ; and if that be proved, 
as I take upon me to advance, I ſhall leave it to 
Judgment, who is the better Chriſtian, the Devil 
who believes and trembles, or our Modern Gentry 
of who believe neither God nor Devil. 


Having thus brought the Dewi] within the Pale, I 
ſhall leave him among you for the Preſent ; not but 
that I may examine in its Order, who has the beſt 
claim to his Brotherhood, the Papiſts or the Proteſtants ; 
and among the latter the Lutherans or the Calviniſts; 
and ſo deſcending to all the ſeveral Denominations of 
Churches, ſee a: A has leſs of the Devi in them, and 
who more; and whether % or more, the Devil has 
not a Seat in every Synagogue, a Pew in every Church, 
a Place in every Pulpit, and a Vote in every Synod ; 
even from the Sanhedrim of the Fews, to our Friends 
at the Bull and Mouth, &c. from the greateſt to the 
leaſt. 

It will, I confeſs, come very much within the 
compaſs of this Part of my Diſcourſe, to give an Ac- 
count, or at leaſt to make an Eſſay towards it, of the 
ſhare the Devil has had in the ſpreading Religion in the 
World; and eſpecially of dividing and ſubdividing Opi- 
nions in Religion; perhaps, to eke it out and make it 
reach the farther ; and alſo to ſhew how far he is or has 
made himſelf a Miſſionary of the famous Clan de propa- 
ganda fide ; it is true, we find him heartily employ'd in 
almoſt every Corner of the World ad propagandum erro 
rum: But that may require a Hiltory by itſelf. 

As to his propagating Religion, it is a little hard in 
deed, at firſt ſight to Charge the Devil with propagat 
ing Religion, that is to ſay, if we take it litterally, 
and in the Groſs; but if you take it as the Scots in ſiſt.

Of this you have a compleat Account in the Hiſtory 
of the Popes Decrees againſt the Count de Thoulouſe, and 
75 the Waldenſes and ee. with the Cruſadoes and 
i | Mlaſſacres which followed upon them, wherein to do 
the Devil's Politicks ſome Juſtice, he met with all the 
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Succeſs he could defire ; the Zealots of that Day, exe 
cuted his infernal Orders moſt punctually, and planted 
Religion in thoſe Countries in a glorious and triumphan! 
Manner, upon the Deſtruction of an infinite Number o: 
innocent People, whoſe Blood has fattened the Soil fo: 
the growth of the Catholick Faith, in a Manner very 
particular, and to Satan's full Satisfaction. 

I might, to compleat this Part of his Hiſtory, give 
you the detail of his Progreſs in theſe firſt Steps of his 
Alliance with Rome; and add a long Liſt of Maſſicres, 
Wars, and Expeditions in behalf of Religion, which he 
has had the Honour to have a viſible Hand in; ſuch 25 
the Parifan Maſſacre, the Flemiſh War under the 
Dake 4 Alva, the Smithfield Fires in the Marian Day. 
in England, and the Maſſacres in Ireland; all which 
would moſt effeually convince us, that the Devil hat 
not been idle in his Buſineſs ; but I may meet with theſe 
again in my Way; it is enough, while I am upon the 
Generals only, to mention them thus in a ſummary 
Way; I fay, it is enough to prove that the Devil has 
really been as much concerned as any Body, in the Me- 
thods taken by ſome People for propagating the Chriſ- 
tian Religion in the World. | 

Some have raſhly, and I had almoſt ſaid maliciouſly 
charged the Devil with the great Triumphs of his 
Friends the Spaniards in America, aud would place the 
Conqueſt of Mexico and Peru to the Credit of his 
Account. 

But I cannot join with them in this at all, I muſt 
ſay, I believe the Dewi/ was innocent of that Matter; 
my Reaſon is, becauſe Satan was never ſuch a Foo! 
as to ſpend his Time, or his Politicks, or embark his 
Allies to conquer Nations who were already his own ; 
that would be Satan againſt Deelxebub, a making 
War upon himſelf, and at leaſt doing nothing to the 
Purpoſe. 

If they ſhould charge him, indeed, with . 
Philip II. of Spain into that prepoſterous Attempt call 
the Armada, (anglice, the Spaniſh Inwvaſion,) 1 ſhould 
indeed more readily join with them ; but whether * 
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did it weakly, in Hope, which uas indeed not likely, 
that it ſhould ſucceed ; or wickedly, to deſtroy that 
great Fleet of the Spaniards, and draw them within the 
reach of his own Dominions, the Elements ; this —_ 
a Queſtion which Authors differ exceedingly about, 
hall leave it to decide itſelf. 

But the greateſt piece of Management, which we find 
the Dewi] has concerned himſelf in of late, in the Mat- 
ter of Religion, ſeems to be that of the Miſſion into 
China; and here indeed Satan has acted his Maſter- 
Piece : It was, no doubt, much for his Service, that 
the Chineſe ſhould have no inſight into Matters of Reli- 
gion, I mean, that we call Chriſtian ; and therefore, 
though Pepery and the Dewil are not at ſo much vari- 
ance as ſome may imagine, yet he did not think it ſafe 
to let the General Syſtem of Chriſtianity be heard of 
among them in China. Hence when the Name of the 
Chriſtian Religion had but been received with fome 
ſeeming e in the Country of Fapan, Satan 
immediately, as if alarmed at the Thing, and dreading 
what the Conſequence of it might be, arm'd the Ja- 
bone ſe againit it with ſuch Fury, that they expelled it 
at once. 

It was much ſafer to his Deſigns, when, if the Story 
be not a Fiction, he put that Dutch Witticiſm into the 

| Mcuths of the States Commanders, when they came to 
Japan; who having more Wit than to own themſelves 
Chriſtians in ſuch a Place as that, when the Queſtion 
was put to them, anſwered negatively, That they were 
not, but that they cee of another Religion called 
Hollanders. 

However, it ſeems the diligent Feſuits out-witted 
the Devil in China, and, as I ſaid above, over- ſhot 
him in his own BOW; for the Miſſion being in Danger 
by the Devil and the Chineſe Emperor*s joining together, 
of being wholly expelled there too, as they had been in 
Japan, they cunningly fell in with the Eccleſiaſticks of 
the Country, and joining the Prieſtcraft of both Reli- 

> gions together, they brought 7eſus Chrift and Confuci- 
sto be ſo reconcileable, that the Chineſe the 
be B 4 Roman 
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Roman Idolatry appeared capable of a Confederacy, of 
going on Hand in Hand together, and conſequently of 
ng very good Friends. 

This was a Maſter-Piece indeed, and, as they /ay, 
almoſt frighted Satan out of his Wits ; but he being a 
ready Manager, and particularly famous for ſerving 
himſelf of the Rogueries of the Prieſts, fac'd about 
immediately to the Miſſion, and making a Virtue 01 
Neceſſity, clapt in, with all poſſible Alacrity, with the 
Propoſal “; ſo the Fefuits and he formed a Hotch-potch 
of Religion made up of Popery and Paganiſm, and calcu 
lated to leave the Latter tithes worſe than they found 
it, blending the Faith of Chriſt and the Philoſophy or 
Morals of Confucius together, and formerly Chriſten- 
ing them by the Name of Religion; by which Means 
the Politick Intereſt of the Miſſion was preſerved ; 
and yet Satan loſt not one Inch of Ground with the 
Chineſe, no, not by the Planting the Goſpel itſelf, 

ch as it was, among them. 

Nor has it been ſuch diſadvantage to him that this 
Plan or Scheme of a new Modelled Religion would 
not go down at Rome, and that the Inquiſition damn'd 
it with Bell, Book and Candle; diſtance of Place ſerv'd 
his new Allies, the Miſſionaries, in the ſtead of a Pro- 
tection from the Inquiſition ; and now and then a rich 
Preſent well plac'd, found them Friends in the Con- 
gregation itſelf ; and where any Nuncio with his im- 
pudent Zeal pretended to take ſuch a long Yorogs to 
oppoſe them, Satan took Care to get him ſent back 
re infecta, or inſpired the Miſſion to move him off the 
Premiſſes, by Methods of their own (that is to ſay, 
being interpreted) to Murther him. 

Thus the Miſſion has in itſelf been truly dewiliſb, 
and the Devil has intereſted himſelf in the Planting 
the Chriſtian Religion in China. 

The influence the Dewi/ has in the Politicks of 
Mankind, is another eſpecial Part of his Hiſtory, and 
would require, if it were poſſible, a very exact De 


N. B. He never refus'd ſetting his Hand to any Op! 
nion, which he thought it for his Intereſt to acknowledge. 
ws (cription ; 
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ſcription ; but here we ſhall neceſſarily be obliged to 
' inquire ſo nicely into the Arcana of Circumſtances, and 
unlock the Cabinets of State in ſo many Courts, canvaſs 
the Councils of Miniſters and the Conduct of Princes ſo 
fully, and expoſe them ſo much, that it may, perhaps, 
make a Combuſtion among the great Politicians Abroad ; 
and in doing that we may come ſo near Home too, that 
though * Safety and Prudentials forbid our med- 
ling with our own Country, we may be taken in a dou- 
ble Entendre, and fall unpitied for being only ſuſpected 
of touching Truths that are ſo tender, whether we are 
guilty or no; on theſe Accounts I muſt meddle the leſs 
with that Part, at leaſt for the Preſent. 

Be it that the Devil has had a Share in ſome of the 
late Councils of Europe, influencing them this way or 
that way, to his own Advantage, What is it to us? 
For Example, What if he has had any Concern in the 
late Affair of Thorn? What need we put it upon him, 
ſeeing his Confederates the Feſuits with the Aerial 
Tribunal of Poland take it upon themſelves ? I ſhall 
leave that Part to the Iſſue of Time. I wiſh it were as 
eaſy to perſuade the World that he had no Hand in 
bringing the injured Proteſtants to leave the Juſtice due 
to the Cries of Proteſtant Blood, to the Arbitrament of a 
Popiſh Power, Who dare ſay that the Devil muſt be in 
it, if Juſtice ſhould be obtained that Way: I ſhould ra- 
ther ſay, the Devil is in it, or elſe it would never be 
expected. | 

It occurs next to inquire from the Premiſſes, whether 
the Devil has more Influence or leſs in the Affairs of the 
World now, than he had in former Ages; and this will 
depend upon comparing, as we go along, his Methods 
and Way of Working m paſt Times, and the Modern 
Politicks by which he acts in our Days; with the differ- 
ing Reception which he has met with among the Men 
of ſuch diſtant Ages. 

But there is ſo much to inquire of about the Devil, 
before we can bring his Story down to our Modern 
Times, that we muſt for the preſent let them drop, and 
look a little back to the remoter Parts of this Hiſtory, ;

drawing his Picture that People may know him when 
= meet him, and ſee who and what he is, and what 


he has been doing ever, ſince he got leave to act in the 
_ Station he now appears in. 

n the mean Time, if I might obtain leave to preſent 
an humble Petition to Satan, it ſhould be, that he 
would according to modern Uſage oblige us all, with 
writing the Hiſtory of his own Times; it would, as well 
as one that is gone before it, be a Deviliſh good one 
for as to the Sincerity of the Performance, the Autho- 
rity of the Particulars, the Juſtice of the Characters, 
Ec. if they were no better vouched, no more conſiſtent 
with themſelves, with Charity, with Truth, and with 
the Honour of an Hiſtorian, than the laſt of that kind 
which came Abroad among us, it muſt be a Reproach 
to the Devi himſelf to be the Author of it. 

Were Satan to be brought under the leaſt Obligation 
to write Truth, and that the Matters of Fa& which he 
ſhould write, might be depended upon, he is certainly 
qualified by his 3 of Things to be a complear 
Hiſtorian ; nor could the Biſhop himſelf, wwho, by th: 
way, has given us already the Devil of a Hiſtory, come 
up to him; Milton's Pandemonium, though an excel 
lent Dramatick Performance, would appear a mee: 
trifling fing - ſong Buſineſs, beneath the Dignity o. 
Chewy-Chaſe : The Devil could give us a true Account 
of all the Civil Wars in Heaven; how and by whom, 
and in what Manner he loſt the Day there, and was 
obliged to quit the Field: The Fiction of his refuſing to 
acknowledge and ſubmit to the Me/iah, upon his being 
declared Generaliſſimo of the Heavenly Forces, which 
Satan expected himſelf, as the eldeſt Officer; and his no! 
being able to brook another to be put in over his Head ; | 
ſay, that fine · ſpun Thought of Mr. Milton, would appez: 
to be ſtrained too far, and only ſerve to convince u- 
that he [ Milton) knew nothing of the Matter. Satar 
knows very well, that the Meſfab was not declared tc 
be the Son of Ged with Power, till by and after the 
Reſurretion from the Dead, and that all Power was 
then given him i» Heaven end Earth, and not before

ſo that Satan's Rebellion muſt derive from other Cauſes, 
and upon other Occaſions, as he himſelf can doubtleſs 
give us an Account, if he thinks fit, and of which we 
ſhall ſpeak further in this Work. 

What a fine Hiſtory might this old Gentleman write, 
of the Antediluvian World, and of all the weighty Af- 
fairs, as well of State as of Religion, which happened 
during the fifteen hundred Years of the Patriarchal Ad- 
miniſtration ! 
| Who, like him, could give a full and compleat Ac- 

count of the Deluge, whether it was a meer Vindictive, 
a blaſt from Heaven, wrought by a ſupernatural Power 
in the way of Miracle? or whether, according to 
Mr. Burnet's Theory, it was a Conſequence following 
antecedent Cauſes by the meer neceſſity of Nature; ſeen 
in Conſtitution, natural Poſition, and unavoidable work- 
ing of Things, as by the Theory, publiſhed by that 
learned Enthuſiaſt, it ſeems to be? 

Satan could eaſily Account for all the Difficulties of 
the Theory, and tell us whether, as there was a natural 
neceſſity of the Deluge, there is not the like neceſſity 
and natural tendency to a Conflagration at laſt. 

Would the Dewil exert himſelf as an Hiſtorian, fer 
our Improvement and Diverſion, how glonous an Ac- 
count could he give us of Noah's Voyage round the 
World, in the famous Ark ! he could reſolve all the 
Difficulties about the Building it, the Furniſhing it, 
and the laying up Proviſion in it for all the Collection of 
Kinds that he had made; he could tell us whether all 
the Creatures came Voluntier to him to go into the 
Ark, or whether he went a Hunting for ſeveral 

| Years before, in order to bring them together. 

He could give us a true Relation how he wheedled 
the People of the next World, into the abſurd ridicu- 
lous undertaking of Building a Babel; how far that ſtu- 
pendous Stair-caſe, which was in Imagination to reach 
up to Heaven, was carried, belore it was interrupted 
and the Builders confounded;; how their Speech was 
altered, how many Fongues it was divided into, or 

9 whether they were divided at all; and how many Subdi- 
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viſions or Dialects have been fince that, by which 

Means very few of God's Creatures, except the Brutes, 

underſtand one another, or care one Fart ing whether 
do or no. 

n all theſe Things Satan, who, no doubt, would 
make a very good Chronologiſt, could ſettle every 
Epocha, correct every Kalendar, and bring all our Ac- 
counts of Time to a general Agreement; as well the 
Grecian Olympiads, the Turkiſh Hegbira, the Chine/: 
fiftitions Account of the World's 1 as our 
blind Julian and Gregorian Accounts, which have put 
the World, to this Day, into ſuch Confuſion, that we 
neither agree in our Holy- days or Working - days, Faſts 
or Feaſts, nor keep the ſame Sabbaths in any Part of 
the ſame Globe. 

This great Antiquary could bring us to a Certainty in 
all the Difficulties of ancient Story, and tell us whether 
the Tale of the Siege of Trey, and the Rape of Helen 
was a Fable of Homer or a Hiſtory ; whether the Fictions 
of the Poets are formed from their own Brain, or found- 
ed in Facts; and whether Letters were invented by 
Cadmus the Phenician, or diftated immediately from 
Heaven at Mount Sinai. 

Nay, he could tell us how and in what Manner he 
wheedled Ewe, deluded Adam, put Cain into a Paſſion, 
till he made him Murther his own Brother ; and made 
Noah, who was above 500 Years a Preacher of Righte 
ouſneſs, turn Sot in his old Age, diſhonour all his Mini- 
try, debauch himſelf with Wine, and by getting drunk 
and expofing hiamfelf, become the Jeſt and Laughing- 
_ of his Children, and of all his Poſterity to this 
And would Satan, according to the Modern Practice 
of the late Right Reverend Hiſtorian, enter into the 
Characters of the great Men of his Age, how ſhould we 
be diverted with the juſt Hiſtory of Adam, in Paradiſe 
and out of it; his Character, and how he behaved at 
and after his Expulfion ; how Cain wandered in the 
Land of Nod, what the Mark was which God ſet upon 
him, whoſe Daughter his Wife was, and how my Be 

ity 
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| City was he built there, according to a certain Poet of 
| noble Extraction, 


How Cain in the Land of Ned, 
When the Raſcal was alone, 
Like an Owl in an Ivy Tod, 
Built a City as big as Roar. 
Roch. 


He could have certainly drawn Eve's Picture, told 
| us every Feature in her Face, and every Inch in her 

Shape, whether ſhe was a perfect Beauty or no, and 
whether with the Fall ſhe did grow Crooked, Ugly, III- 
natured and a Scold ; as the learned Valdemar ſuggeſts 
to be the Effects of the Curſe. 

Deſcending to the Character of the Patriarchs in that 
Age, he might, no doubt, give us in particular the 
Characters of Belus, worſhiped under the Name of Baal; 
with Satan, and Jupiter, his Succeſſors; who they 
were here, and how they behaved ; with all the Pha- 
raohs of Egypt, the Abimilechs of Canaan, and the 
great Monarchs of 4/jria and Babylon. 

Hence alſo he is able to write the Lives of all the 
Heroes of the World, from Alexander of Macedon to 
Lexwis the XIV. and from Auguſtus to the great King 
George; nor could the Biſhop himſelf go beyond him 
for Flattery, any more than the Devil himſelf could go 
beyond the Biſhop for Falſhood. 

I could enlarge with a particular Satisfaction, upon 
the many fine Things which Satan, rummaging his 
inexhauſtible Store-houſe of Slander, could ſet down 
to blacken the Characters of good Men, and load 
the beſt Princes of the World with Infamy and Re- 
proach, 

But we ſhall never prevail with him, I doubt, to do 
Mankind ſo much Service, as reſolving all thoſe Diffi- 
culties would be ; for he has an indelible Grudge againſt 
us, as he believes, and perhaps is aſſured that Men 
vere at firſt Created by his Sovereign, to the intent 
that after a certain State of Probation in Life, ſuch of 
them as ſhall be approved, are appointed to fill up thoſe

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Vacancies in the Heavenly Hoſt, which were made b. 
the Abdication and Expulſion of him (the Devil) and 
his Angels; ſo that Man is appointed to come in Satan's | 
ſtead, to make good the Breach, and enjoy all tho 
ineffable Joys and Beatitudes which Satan enjoyed befor: | 
his Fall; no wonder then, that the Devil ſwells wi! 
Envy and Rage at Mankind in general, and at the be- 
of them in particular ; nay, the granting this Point | 
giving an unanſwerable Reaſon, why the Devil Prac | 
tices with ſuch unwearied and indefatigable Applic: 
tion upon the beſt Men, if poſſible, to diſappoint Go: 
Almighty's Decree ; and that he ſhould not find enoug 
among the whole Race, to be proper Subjects of hi 
Clemency, and qualified to ſucceed the Devil and hi: 
Hoſt, or fill up the Places vacant by the Fall. It | 
true indeed, the Dewil, who we have Reaſon to ſay i> | 
no Fool, ought to know better than to ſuppoſe that 
he ſhould * the whole Race of Mankind, and F 
make them as bad as himſelf, he could, by that Suc |} 
ceſs of his Wickedneſs, thwart or diſappoint the deter 
mined Purpoſes of Heaven; but that thoſe which at: 
appointed to Inherit the Thrones, which he and h. 
followers abdicated, and were depoſed from, ſhall ce: 
tainly be preſerved in ſpite of his Devices for that Inhe 
ritance, and ſhall have the Poſſeſſion ſecured to them 
notwithſtanding all that the Devil and all the Hoſt © 
Hell can do to prevent it. 

But, however he knows the certainty of this, and 
that when he endeavours the ſeducing the choſen Ser 
vants of the moſt High, he fights againſt God himſelf, 
ſtruggles with irreſiſtible Grace, and makes War wit! 
infinite Power; undermining the Church of God, an. 
that Faith in him which 1s fortified with the Etern: 
Promiſes of Jeſus Chriſt, that the Gates of Hell, that 
is to ſay, the Dewi] and all his Power, ſhall not pre 
vail againft them; I ſay, however he knows the Im 
poſſibility there is that he ſhould obtain his Ends, yet 
ſo blind is his Rage, ſo inſatuate his Wiſdom, that he 
cannot refrain breaking himſelf to Pieces againſt this

But to leave this ſerious Part, which is a little too 
Solemn, for the Account of this Rebel; ſeeing we are 
not to expect he will write his own Hiſtory for our In- 
formation and Diverſion, I ſhall ſee if I cannot write it 
for him: In order to this, I ſhall extract the Subſtance 
of his whole Story, from the — to our own

In writing this uncouth Story, I ſhall be freed from 
the Cenſures of the Criticks, in a more than ordinary 
Manner, upon one Account eſpecially ; (viz. ) that 
my Story ſhall be ſo Juſt and ſo well Grounded, and, 
after all the good Things I ſhall ſay of Satan, will 
be ſo little to his Satisfaction, that the Devil himſelf 
will not be able to ſay, I dealt with the Dewil in Writ- 
ing it : I might, perhaps, give you ſome Account where 
had my Intelligence, and how all the Arcana of his 
Management have come to my Hands; but pardon me, 
Gentlemen, this would be to betray Converſation, and 
to diſcover my Agents, and you know Stateſmen are 
very careful to preſerve the Correſpondences they keep 
in the Enemy's Country, leſt they expoſe their Friends 
to the Reſentment of the Power whoſe Councils they 
betray. 

Beſides, the Learned tell us, that Miniſters of State 
make an excellent Plea of their not betraying their Intel- 
ligence, againſt all Party Inquiries into the great Sums 
of Money pretended to be paid for /zeret Serwice ; and 
whether the ſecret Service was to bribe People to be- 
tray Things abroad or at home; whether the Money 
was paid to ſome Body or to no Body, employ'd to 
eſtabliſh Correſpondences abroad, or to eſtabliſh Families 
and amaſs Treaſure at home; in a Word, whether it 
was to ſerve their Country or ſerve themſelves, it has 
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been the ſame Thing, and the fame Plea has been their 
Protection: Likewiſe in the important Affair which ! 
am upon, it is hoped you will not dere me to be 
wy my Correſpondents ; for you know Satan is natu- 
rally cruel and malicious, and who knows what he 
might do, to ſhew his Reſentment ? at leaſt it migh: 
endanger a ſtop of our Intelligence for the future. 

And yet, before I have done, I ſhall make it ver) 
plain, that however my Information may be ſecret and 
difficult, that yet I came very honeſtly by it, and ſhal! 
make a very good uſe of it; for it is a great miſtake in 
thoſe who think that an Acquaintance with the Af. 
fairs of the Devil may not be made very uſeful to us 
all : They that know no Evil can know no Good ; 
and, as the Learned tell us, that a Stone taken out of 
the Head of a Toad is a good Antidote againſt Poiſon ; 
ſo a competent Knowledge of the Devil, and all hi; 
Ways, may be the beſt help to make us defy the Dew// 
and all his Works.

Of the Nord DEVIL, as it is a proper Name-to th- 
Devil, and any or all his Hoſt, Angels, &c. 


I: is a Queſtion, not yet determined by the Learned, 
whether the Word Dewi] be a Singular, that is to 
ay, the Name of a Perſon ſtanding by himſelf, or- 
Noun of Multitude ; if it be a Singular, and ſo muſt be 
uſed perſonally only as a proper Name, it conſequent! 
implies one imperial Devil, Monarch or King of the 
whole clan of Hell; juſtly diſtinguiſhed by the Fern 
THE DEVII, or as the Scots call him, tbe muck!: 
horn'd Deel, or as others in a wilder Dialect, the Dewi! 
of Kell, that is to ſay, the Devil of a Devil; or (better 
ſtill) as the Scripture expreſſes it, by way of Emphaſis. 
the great red Dragon, the Devil and Satan. 

Bat if we take this Word to be, as above, a Now: 
of Multitude, and ſo to be uſed ambo-dexter, as occaſion 
preſents, Singular or Plural; then the Dewi/ ſignifie- 
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Satan by himſelf, or Satan with all his Legions at his 
Heels, as you pleaſe, more or leſs; and this way of 
underſtanding the Word, as it may be very convenient 
for my Purpoſe, in the Account I am now to give of 
the infernal Powers, . ſo it is not altogether improper in 
the Nature of the Thing: It is thus expreſſed in Scrip- 
ture, where the Perſon poſſeſſed Matt. iv. 24. is firſt 
{aid to be poſſeſſed of the Devil (ſingular) and our 
Saviour aſks him, as ſpeaking to a ſingle Perſon, 
What is thy Name? and is anſwered in the Plural 
and Singular together, my Name is Lectox, for we 
are Many. 

Nor will it be any wrong to the Devil, ſuppoſin 
him a ſingle Perſon, ſeeing entitling him to the Conduct 
of all his inferior Agents, is what he will take rather 
for an addition to his infernal Glory, than a diminution 


or leſſening of him, in the Extent of his Fame. 
Having thus articled with the Devil for liberty of 


Speech, I ſhall talk of him ſometimes in the Singular, 


as a Perſon, and {ometimes in the Plural, as an 
Hoſt of Dewils or of infernal Spirits, juſt as occaſion 
requires, and as the Hiſtory of his Aﬀairs makes 
neceſſiry.

Very few, if any of thoſe who believe there is a God, 
and acknowledge the Debt of Homage which Mankind 
owes to the ſupreme Governor of the World, doubt the 


Exiſtence of the Devil, except here and there one, | 
whom we call practical Atheiſts ; and it is the Charac- | 
ter of an Atheiſt, if there is ſuch a Creature on Earth, 


* like my Lerd Duke, he believes neither God or 
evil. 
As the belief of both theſe ſtands upon a Level, and 


that Gop and the Devil ſeem to have an equal ſhare in 
our Faith, ſo the Evidence of their Exiſtence ſeems to | 
ſtand upon a Level too, in many Things; and as thcy | 
are known by their Works in the ſame particular Caſc:, | 
ſo they are diſcovered after the ſame Manner of D-- | 


monſtration. : 

Nay, in ſome reſpects it is equally Criminal to deny 
the Reality of them both, only with this Difference, 
that to believe the Exiſtence of a Gop is a Debt to N. 
ture, and to believe the Exiſtence of the Devil is a libe 
Debt to Reaſon : one is a Demonſtration from the Re:- 
lity of viſible Cauſes, and the other a Deduction from 
the like Reality of their Effects. 

One Demonſtration of the Exiſtence of God, is from 
the univerſal well guided Conſent of all Nations to wor- 
ſhip and adore a ſupreme Power; one Demonſtration 
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= of the Exiſtence of the Devil, is from the avowed ill- 


auided conſent of ſome Nations, who knowing no other 


Gon, make a Gop of the Devil for want of a 
better. 

t may be true, thoſe Nations have no other Ideas of 
the Devil than as of a ſuperior Power; if they thought 
kim a ſupreme Power it would have other Effects on 
them, and they would ſubmit to and worſhip him with 
a different kind of Fear. 

But it 1s pom they have right Notions of him as a 
Devil or evil Spirit, becauſe the beſt Reaſon, and in 
ſome Places the only Reaſon they give for worſhiping 
him is, that he may do them no hurt; having no No- 
tions at all of his having any Power, much leſs any In- 
clination to do them good; ſo that indeed they make a 
meer Dewil of him, at the ſame Time that they bow 
to him as Gop. 

All the Ages of Paganiſm in the World have had 
this Notion of the Devil: Indeed in ſome Parts of the 
World they had alſo ſome Deities which they honoured 
above him, as being ſuppoſed to be benificent, kind and 
inclined, as well as capable to give them good Things; 
tor this Reaſon the more polite Heathens, ſuch as the 
(Grrecians and Romans, had their Lare, or Houſhold 
Gods, whom they paid a particular Reſpect to; as being 
their Protectors from Hobgoblins, Ghoſts of the Dead, 
evil Spirits, frightful Appearances, evil Genius's and 
other noxious Beings from the inviſible World; or to 
put it into the Language of the Day we live in, from 


the Devil, in whatever Shape or Appearance he might 


come to them, and from whatever might hurt them; 
and what was all this but ſetting up Dewils againft 
Hevilt, ſupplicating one Dewi] under the Notion of a 
good Spirit, to drive out and protect them from ano- 
iter, whom they called a bad Spirit, the white Devil 


N againſt the black Devil? 


This proceeds from the natural Notions Mankind ne- 


cefeſſarily entertain of Things to come; /uperior or infe- 
"Wee God and the Dewi/, fill up all Futurity in our 
Thoughts; and it is impoſſible for us to form any Image 

un 
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in our Minds of an Immortality and inviſible World, 
but under the Notions of perfect Felicity, or extreme 
Miſery. 
Now as theſe two reſpect the eternal State of Man 
after Life, they are reſpectively the Object of our Re 
| rence and Affection, or of our Horror and Averſion : 
| | but notwithſtanding they are placed thus in a Diamet-:. 
|; cal Oppoſition in our Affections and Paſſions, they are 
an evident Level as to the certainty of their Exiſtence, | 
and, as I ſaid above, bear an equal ſhare in or 
Faith.

But when you have gone over all this, and a great 


deal more of the like, though leſs intelligible Language,

main Article, namely, the Perſonality of the Devil; 
and till you add to all the reſt ſome Deſcription of the 
Company with whom all this is to be ſuffered, vi. the 
Devil and his Angels. 

Now who this Dewi/ and his Angels are, what ſhare 
they have either actively or paſſively in the eternal 
Miſeries of a future State, how far they are Agents in 
or Partners with the Sufferings of the Place, is a Difh- 
culty yet not fully diſcovered by the moſt Learned 
nor do I believe it is made leſs a Difficulty by their 
meddling with it. 

But to come to the Perſon and Original of the Devil, 
or, as I ſaid before, of Devil; I allow him to come 
of an ancient Family, for he is from Heaven, and more 
truly than the Romans could fay of their idolized Numa, 
hc 4s of the Race of the Gods. 

That Satan is a fallen Angel, a rebel Seraph, caſt

: 15 Certain, amounted to High- Treaſon againſt his 
and Governor, who was alſo his Maker; againſt 
„nora he roſe in Rebellion, took up Arms, and in a 
\/ord, raiſed a horrid and unnatural War in his Domi- 
ons but being overcome in Battle, and made Priſoner, 
e and all his Hoſt, whoſe Numbers were infinite, all 
\orz0us Angels like himſelf, loſt at once their Beauty 

nd Glory with their Innocence, and commenced 
Devils, being transformed by Crime into Monſters and 
'ryartul Objects; ſuch as to deſcribe, human Fancy 
5 obliged to draw Pictures and Deſcriptions in ſuch 


Forms 
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Forms as are moſt hateful and frightful to the Ima- 
gination. 

Theſe Notions, I doubt not, gave birth to all the 
beauteous Images and ſublime Expreſſions in Mr. 
Milton's majeſtick Poem; where, though he has play d 
the Poet in a moſt luxuriant Manner, he has finned 
againſt Satan moſt egregiouſly, and done the Devi 
manifeſt Injury in a great many Particulars, as I ſhall 
ſhew in its Place.

ing, Confirmations of my Hypotheſis ; and are take. 
from a Suppoſition of the Perſonality of the De«-/, 
placing him at the Head of the infernal Hoſt, as - 
Sovereign elevated Spirit and Monarch of Hell; ard 
as ſuch it is that I undertake to write his Hiſtory. 

By the Word Hell I do not ſuppeſe or at leaſt not 
determine, that his Reſidence, or that of the who!

But m a Word, Dewil is the common Name of the 
Devil in all the known Languages of the Earth. Nay, 
all the Miſchiefs he is empowered to do, are in Scrip- 
ture placed to his Account, under the particular Title 
of the Dewil, not of Devil, in the Plural Number, 
though they are ſometimes mentioned too ; but in the 
Singular it is the indentical individual Devil, in and 
under whom all the little Dewi/s, and all the great 


Devils, if ſuch there be, are ſuppoſed to aft ; nay, 


cy are ſappoſed to be govern'd and directed by him. 
ais we are told in Scripture of the Works of the 
Dewit, 3 John iii. 8. of caſting out the Devil, Mark 
:. 34. of reſiſting the Devil, James iv. 5. of our Sa- 
viour being tempted of the Devil, t. Iv. 1. 0 
1:9 Magus, a Child of the Devil, Acts xin. 10. 
Tir Devil came down in a great Wrath, Reu. xiii. 12. 
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and the like. According to this Uſage in Speech v. 
go on to this Day, and all the infernal Things 
converſe with in the World, are fathered upon the 
Devil, as one undivided fimple Eſſence, by how mat y 
Agents ſoever working: Every Thing evil, frightfu! n 
Appearance, wicked in its Actings, horrible in its Mas 
ner, monſtrous in its Effects, is called the Devil; in 2 
Word, Dewil is the common Name for all Dew:/: ; 
that is to ſay, for all evil Spirits, all evil Powers, 
evil Works, and even all evil Things: Yet 'tis rc 
markable the Devil is no Old Teſtament Word, and +: 
never find it uſed in all that part of the Bible but ſo 
Times, and then not once in the Singular Number, and 
not once to ſignify Satan as tis now underſtood. 

It is true the Learned give a great many differing 
Interpretations of the Word Devil; the Exgliſb Com: 
mentators tell us, it means a Deſtroyer, others that 
ſignifſies a Deceiver, and the Greeks derive it from 4 

alumniator or falſe Witneſs ; for we find that Calu»»y 
was a Goddeſs, to whom the Athenians built Altars and 
offer d Sacrifices upon ſome ſolemn Occaſions, and they 
call her AraBoay, from whence came the Maſculine 
&idBoaog, which we tranſlate Dewi. 

Thus we take the Name of Devil to ſignify not Per 
ſons only, but Actions and Habits ; making imaginary | 
Dewils, and transforming that ſubſtantial Creature ca!l'd | 
DE II into every thing noxious and offenſive : "I'hus | 
St. Francis being tempted by the Dewi in the Shape 0 
a Bag of Money lying in the Highway, the Saint hav 
ing diſcover'd the Fraud, whether ſeeing his Clov+1 
feet hang out of the Purſe, or whether he diſtinguiſh'd 
bim by his Smell of Su/phur, or how otherwiſe, Au. 
thors are not agreed ; but, I ſay, the Saint w— diſ- 
cover'd the Cheat, and out- witted the Devil, took oc 
eaſion to preach that eminent Sermon to his Diſciples, 
where his Text was, Money is the DEVIL. 

Nor, upon the whole, is any Wrong done to the 


Devil by this kind of Treatment, it only gives him the 


Sovereignty of the whole Army of Hell, and making 
all the numberleſs Legions of the Bottomleſs-Pit Ser. 


van 
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vants z or, as the Scripture calls them, Angels to Satan 
the Grand Devil; all their Actions, Performances and 
Atchievements are juſtly attributed to him, not as the 
Prince of Dewils only, but the Emperor of Devil; the 
prince of all the Princes of Devil. | 

Under this Denomination then of Dev 1r, all the 
Powers of Hell, all the Princes of the Air, all the 
black Armies of Satan are comprehended, and in ſuch 
manner they are to be underſtood in this whole Work ; 
mutatis mutandis, according to the ſeveral Circumſtan- 
ces of which we are to ſpeak of them. 

This being premis'd, and my Authority being ſo 
good, Satan muſt not take it ill, if I treat him after the 
Manner of Men, and give him thoſe Titles which he 
is beſt known by among us; for indeed having fo 
many, *tis not very eaſy to call him out of his Name. 

However, as I am oblig'd by the Duty of an 
Hiſtorian to Decency as well as Impartiality, fo I 
thought it neceſſary, before I uſed too much Freedom 
with Satan, to produce authentick Documents, and 
bring Antiquity upon the Stage, to juſtify the Manner 
of my Writing, and let you ſee I ſhall deſcribe him in 
no Colours, nor call him by any Name, but what he 
has been known by for many Ages before me. 

And now, though Writing to the common Under- 
ſanding of my Readers, I am oblig'd to treat Satan 
very coarſly, and to ſpeak of him in the common Ac- 
ceptation, calling him plain Devil, a Word which in 
this mannerly Age is not ſo /onorous as others might be, 
and which by the Error of the Times 1s apt to prejudice 
us againſt. his Perſon ; yet it muſt be 3 he 
das a great many other Names and Surnames which he 
might be known by, of a leſs obnoxious Import than 
that of Dewil, or Deſtroyer, &c. 

Mr. Milton, indeed, wanting Titles of Honour to 
give to the Leaders of Satan's Hoſt, is oblig'd to bor- 
row ſeveral of his Scripture Names, and beſtow them 
upon his infernal Heroes, whom he makes the Generals 
and Leaders of the Armies of Hell; and ſo he makes 
Beelzebub, Lucifer, Belial, Mammon, and ſome others, 
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to be the Names of particular Devils, Members «f 
Satan's upper Houſe or Pandemonium; whereas indeed 
theſe are all Names proper and peculiar to Sa: 
himſelf. 

The Scripture alſo has ſome Names of a coar(«; 
Kind, by which the Devil is underſtood, as particular? 
which is noted already, in the Apocalypſe he is cal 
the Great Red Dragon, the Bea, the Old Serpent, and 
the like: But take it in the Scripture, or where you 
will in Hiſtory ſacred or prophane, you will find that 
in general the Devil is, as I have ſaid above, his ori. 
nary Name in all Languages and in all Nations; ce 
Name by which he and his Works are principally 
diftinguiſh'd : Alſo the Scripture, befides that it often 

tives him this Name, ſpeaks of the Works of th: 
Devil, of the Subtilty of the Devil, of caſting Out 
Dewvil;, of being tempted of the Devil, of being po- 
ſeſs'd' with a Dewil, and ſo many other Expreſſions -f 
that kind, as I have ſaid already, are made uſe f 


us to underſtand the evil Spirit by, that in a Word, | 
Devil is the common Name of all wicked Spirits : | 
For Satax is no more the Devil, as if he alone was, 
and all the reſt were a diminutive Species who did not 


go by that Name; But, I ſay, even in Scripture, 
every Spirit, whether under his Dominion or out of his 
Dominion, is called the Dewi/, and is as much a te. 
Devil, that is to ſay, a condemn'd Spirit, and emplo-4 
in the fame wicked Work as Satan himſelf. 

His Name then being thus aicertain'd, and s 
Exiſtence acknowledg'd, it ſhould be a little enqui:'d 
ewhat he is; we believe there is ſuch a Thing, ſuch a 
Creature as the Devil, and that he has been, and ma- 
ſtill with Propriety of Speech, and without Injuſtice to 
his Character be call'd by his antient Name Dew:/. 

But who is he? what is his Original? whence cane 
he? and what is his preſent Station and Condition? for 
theſe Things and theſe Enquiries are very neceſſary to 
his Hiſtory, nor indeed can any part of his Hiſtory be 
compleat without them, 


That 
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That he is of an antient and noble Original muſt be 
acknowledged, for he is Heawen-born, and of Angelic 
* Race, as been touch'd already : If Scripture-evi- 
dence may be of any weight in the Queſtion, there is 
no room to doubt the Genealogy of the Devil; he is 
not only ſpoken of as an Angel, but as a fallen Angel, 
one that had been in Heawen, had beheld the Face of 
God in his full Effulgence of Glory, and had ſur- 
rounded the Throne of the moſt High ; from whence, 
commencing Rebel and being expell'd, he was caſt 
down, down, down, Go Þ and the Devil himſelf only 
knows where ; for indeed we cannot ſay that any Man 
on Earth knows it; and wherever it is, he has ever 
ſince Man's Creation been a Plague to him, been a 
Tempter, a Deluder, a Calumniator, an Enemy and 
the Object of Man's Horror and Averſion. 

As his Original is Heawven-born, and his Race Angelic, 
o the Angelic Nature is evidently plac'd in a Claſs ſu- 
perior to the Human, and this the Scripture is expreſs 
in alſo ; when ſpeaking of Man, it ſays, he made him 
a little lower than the Angels, 

Thus the Dewil, as mean Thoughts as you may have 
of him, is of a better Family than any of you, nay 
than the beſt Gentleman of you all ; what he may be 
fallen to, is one thing, but what he is fallen from, 7s 
another ; and * I muſt tell my learned and 
reverend Friend F. V. LL. D. when he ſpoke fo 
rudely of the Devil lately, That in my Opinion he 
abus'd his Betters. 

Nor is the Scripture more a help to us in the ſearch 
after the Devil's Original, than it is in our ſearch after 
his Nature: It is true, Authors are not agreed about 
his Age, what time he was created, how many Years 
he enjoy'd his State of Bleſſedneſs before he fell; or 
how many Years he continued with his whole Army 
in a State of Darkneſs, and before the Creation of Man. 
Tis ſuppoſed it might be a conſiderable Space, and 
that it was a part of his Puniſhment too, being all the 
white unactive, unemploy'd, having no Buſineſs, no- 
thing to do but gnawing his own Bowels, and rolling 
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in the Agony of his own Self-Approaches, being a. 
to himſelf in reflecting on the glorious State from 
whence he was fallen. 

How long he remain'd thus, tis true, we have no light 
into from Hiſtory, and but little from Tradition; Na 
Judah ſays, the Jews were of the Opinion, that he re- 
main'd twenty thouſand Years in that Condition, and that 
the World ſhall continue twenty Thouſand more, in 
which he ſhall find Work enough toſatisfy his Miſchievou; 
Deſires ; but he ſhews no Authority for his Opinion. 

Indeed let the Dewi] have been as idle as they think he 
was before, it muſt be acknowledg'd that now he is the 
moſt buſy, vigilant, and diligent, of all G o p's Crez- 
tures, and very full of Employment too, ſuch as it is 

Scripture indeed, gives us light into the Enmity there i; 
between the two Natures, the Diabolical and the Human, 
the Reaſon of it, and how and by what means the Poe 
of the Devil is reſtrain'd by the Meſias; and to thoſe 1yho | 
are willing to truſt to Goſpel-light, and believe what | 
the Scripture ſays of the Dewi}, there may much of ©; | 
Hiſtory be diſcover'd, and therefore thoſe that liſt may | 
go there for a fuller Account of the Matter. 

But to reſerve all Scripture-evidence of theſe thing, 
as a Magazine in ſtore for the uſe of thoſe with wm 
Scripture-teſtimony is of force, I muſt for the preient | 
turn to other Enquiries, being now directing my Story | 
to an Age, wherein to be driven to Revelation and | 
Seripture-Aſſertions is eſteem'd giving up the Diſpute; | 
People now-a-days muſt have Demonſtration ; anden 
Word, nothing will ſatisfy the Age, but ſuch Evidence 
as perhaps the Nature of the Queſtion will not admit. 

It is hard, indeed, to bring Demonſtrations in ch 
a Caſe as this: No Man has ſeen Go at any 
ſays the Scripture, John iv.

I ſhall examine, and perhaps expoſe by themſelves 
It might take up a great deal of our time here. 
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enquire whether the Devil has any particular Shape or 
Perſonality of Subſtance, which can be viſible to us, 
elt, heard, or underſtood ; and which he cannot alter, 
and then, what Shapes or Appearances the Devil has 
t any time taken upon him; and whether he can really 
appear in a Body which might be handled and ſeen, 
and yet ſo as to know it to have been the Devil at the 
ame of his appearing ; but this alſo I defer as not of 
Weight in the preſent Enquiry. | 
We have divers Accounts of Witches converſing with 


| the Devil ; the Devil in a real Body, with all the 


Appearance of a Body of a Man or Woman appear- 
ng to them; alſo of having a Familiar, as they call 
it, an Incubus or little Devil, which ſucks their Bodies, 
runs away with them into the Air, and the like; Much 
of this is ſaid, but much more than it is eaſy to prove, 
and we ought to give but a juſt Proportion of Credit to 
thoſe Things. 

As to his borrow'd Shapes and his ſubtle Transform- 
ings, that we have ſuch open Teſtimony of, that there 
is no room for any Queſtion about it; and when I come 
to that Part, I ſhall. be oblig'd rather to give a Hiſtory 
of the Fact, than enter into any Diſſertation upon the 
Nature and Reaſon of it. 

I do not find in any Author, whom we can call 
creditable, that even in thoſe Countries where the Do- 
minion of Satan is more particularly eſtabliſh'd, and 
where they may be ſaid to worſhip him in a more 
particular Manner, as a Devil; which ſome tell us the 
indians in America did, who worſhip'd the Devil that 
he might not hurt them; yet, 7 /ay, I do not find that 
even there the Devil appear'd to them in any particu- 
lar conſtant Shape or Perſonality peculiar to himſelf. 
Scripture and Hiſtory therefore, giving us no Light 
into that Part of the Queſtion, I conclude and lay 
it down, not as my Opinion only, but as what all 
Ages ſeem to concur in, that the Devil has no particu- 
e Body ; that he is a Spirit, and that tho' he may, 
'"r:teu; like, aſſume the Appearance of either Man or

Noiſes and Knockings, diſlocating the Chairs | 
Stools, breaking 5 and ſuch like little arm. 
latory Things, which would ſeem to be below th 
Dignity of his Character, and which in particular, is 
ordinarily performed by organic Powers ; yet even ther 
he has thought fit not to be ſeen, and rather to make 
the poor People believe he had a real Shape and Body, 
with Hands to act, Mouth to ſpeak, and ihe 7: 
than to give proof of it in common to the wi: 
World, by ſhewing himſelf, and aQting viſibly and 
openly, as a Body uſually and ordinarily does. 

Nor is it any Diſadvantage to the Devil, that hi 
Seraphic Nature is not confin'd or impriſon'd in a Body 
or Shape, ſuppoſe that Shape to be what monfirou: 
Thing we would; for this would, indeed, confine |:is 
Actings within the narrow Sphere of the Organ «r 
Body to which he was limited; and tho' you wer to 
ſuppoſe the Body to have Wings for a Velocity of Mo- 
tion equal to Spirit, yet if it had not a Power of Inv: 
bility too, and a Capacity of conveying itſelf, un“ 
cover'd, into all the ſecret Receſſes of Mankind, nd 
the ſame ſecret Art or Capacity of Infinuation, Sug 
| geſtion, Accuſation, &c. by which his wicked Del:yns 
are now propagated, and all his other Devices afſi!i«c, 
by which he deludes and betrays Mankind; I fay, »* 


would be no more a Devil, that is a Deſtroyer, .'0 
more 
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more a Deceiver, and, no more a Satan, that is, a dan- 
-er005 Arch Enemy to the Souls of Men; nor would it 
be any Difficulty to Mankind to ſhun and avoid him, 
13 I ſhall make plain in the other Part of his Hiſtory. 

Had the Devil from the Beginning been embodied, 
be could not have been invifible to us, whoſe Souls 
equally Seraphic are only preſcrib'd by being embodied 
and encas'd in Fleſh and Blood as we are; ſo he would 
have been no more a Devil to any Body but himſelf : 
{he Impriſonment in a Body, had the Powers of that 
Bodv been all that we can conceive to make him for- 
midable to us, would yet haye been a Hell to him ; 
conſider him as a conquer'd exaſperated Rebel, retain- 
ing all that Fury and ſwelling Ambition, that Hatred 
of God, and Envy at his Creatures which dwells now 
in his enrag'd Spirit as a Devil; yet ſuppoſe him 7 
nave been condemn'd to organic Powers, confin'd to 
corporeal Motion, and reftrain'd as a Body muſt be 
ſuppoſed to reſtrain a Spirit; it muſt, at the ſame 
time, ſuppoſe him to be effectually diſabled from all 
the Methods he is now allow'd to make uſe of, for 
exerting his Rage and Enmity againſt God, any farther 
than as he might ſuppoſe it to affect his Maker at 
ſecond Hand, by wounding his Glory thro' the Sides 
of his weakeſt Creature, Man. 

He muſt, certainly, be thus confin'd, becauſe Body 
can only act upon Body, not upon Spirit; no Species 
being empower' d to act out of the Compaſs of its own 
Sphere: He might have been empower'd, indeed, to 
have afted terrible and even deſtructive Things upon 
Mankind, eſpecially if this Body had any Powers given 
it which Mankind had not, by which Man would be 
overmatch'd and not be in a Condition of Self-defence ; 
tor Example, ſuppoſe him to have had Wings to have 
flown in the Air; Or to be invulnerable, and that no 
human Invention, Art, or Engine could hurt, enſnare, 
captivate, or reſtrain him. 

But this is to ſuppoſe the Righteous and Wiſe Crea- 
tor to have made a Creature and not be able to defend 
and preſerve him; or to have left him defenceleſs Þ 
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the Mercy of another of his own Creatures, whor: |: 
had given Power to deſtroy him; This indeed, 
have occaſion'd a general Idolatry, and made Mani: 1nd, 
as the Americans do to this Day, worſhip the Den.

Mankind: In fort, he muſt have ceas'd to have hr. | 
a Devil, and muſt have re-aſſum'd his Original, A: 
gelic, Heavenly Nature; been fill'd with the Principle: 
of Love to, and Delight in the Works of his Creator, | 
and bent to propagate his Glory and Intereſt ; or | | 
muſt have put an End to the Race of Man, Who 
would be in his Power to deſtroy, and oblige his .. 
ker to create a New Species, or fortify the Old with 
ſome kind of Defence, which muſt be invulnerable, F 
and which his fiery Darts could not penetrate. 

On this Occaſion ſuffer me to make an Excurkon 
from the uſual Stile of this Work, and with ſome 80. 
lemnity to expreſs my Thoughts thus : 

How glorious is the Wiſdom and Goodneſs of 
great Creator of the World! in thus reſtraining theſe 
Seraphic OuTcasTs from the Power of aſſuming 
man or organic Bodies! which could they do, env:go 
rating them with the ſupernatural Powers, which, 2: 
Seraphs and Angels, they now poſſeſs and might ext, 
they would be able even to fright Mankind from tt: 
Face of the Earth, and to deſtroy and confound Gd 
Creation; nay even as they are, were not their Power 
limited, they might deſtroy the Creation itſelf, reverſe 
and over-turn Nature, and put the World into a gene- 
ral Conflagration: But were thoſe immortal Spit: 
embodied, tho' they were not permitted to confound 
Nature, they would be able to harraſs poor weak 
defenceleſs Man out of his Wits, and render him per 
fectly uſeleſs, either to his Maker or himſelf. 


But 
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Nut the Dragon is Chain'd, the Devil's Power is 
limited; he has indeed a vaſtly extended Empire, being 
Prince of the Air, having, at leaſt, the whole Atmo- 
ſphere to range in, and how far that Atmoſphere is 
extended, is not yet aſcertain'd by the niceſt Obſerva- 
tions; 1 ſay at leaſt, becauſe we do not yet know how 
de may be allowd to make Excurſions beyond the 
Atmoſphere of this Globe into the Planetary Worlds, 
and what Power he may exerciſe in all the habitable 
Parts of the Solar Syflem; nay, of all the other Solar 
Sy/2-1:zs, which, for ought we know, may exiſt in the 
mighty Extent of created Space, and of which you 
may hear farther in its Order. 

But let his Power be what it will there, we are 
{ure 'tis limited here, and that in two Particulars ; firſt, 
he is limited as above, from aſſuming Body or bodily 
Shapes with Subſtance ; and ſecondly, from exertin 
Seraphic Powers, and aCting with that — 
Force, which, as an Angel, he was certainly veſted 
with before the Fall, and which we are not certain is 
vet taken from him; or at moſt, we do not know 
how much it may.or may not be diminiſh'd by his 
Degeneracy, and by the blow given him at his Expul- 
ton: This we are certain, that be his Power greater or 
leſs, he is reſtrain'd from the Exerciſe of it in this 
World; and he, who was once equal to the Angel who 
Kd 180,000 Men in one Night, is not able now, 
without a new Commiſhon, to take away the Life of 
one Job, nor touch any thing he had. 

But let us conſider him then limited and reſtrained as 
he is, yet he remains a mighty, a terrible, an immor- 
tal Being; infinitely ſuperior to Man, as well in the 
Dignity of his Nature, as in the dreadful Powers he 
retains ſtill about him; it is true the brain- ſick Heads 
ot dur Enthuſiaſticks paint him blacker than he is, and, 
have ſaid, wickedly repreſent him clothed with 
Terrors that do not really belong to him ; as if the 
Power of Good and Evil was * 1 veſted in him, and 
tnat he was placed in the Throne of his Maker, to 
dutribute both Puniſhments and Rewards: In this they 
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are much wrong, terrifying and deluding fanciful Peg. |

Saint Abel was certainly the 
Pro:n-Saint of all that ever were ſeen in Heaven, as 
wel! as the Proto-Martyr of all that have been upon 
Earth. 
alt fuch another Miſtake, not to call it a Blunder, 
he makes about Hell; which he not only makes Loc AL, 
but gives it a Being before the Fall of the Angels; and 
brings it in opening its Mouth to receive them, This 
is ſo contrary to the Nature of the Thing, and ſo 
eat an Abſurdity, that no Poetic Licence can account 
it; for though Poeſy may form Stories, as Idea and 
de may furniſh Materials, yet Poeſy muſt not break 
in upon Chronology, and make Things which in Time 
vere to Exiſt, Act before they Exiſted. 

Thus a Painter may make a fine Piece of Work, the 
Percy may be good, the Strokes maſterly, and the 
Beauty of the Workmanſtip inimitably Curious and 
Fine, 
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Fine, and yet have ſome unpardonable Improprictie 
which marr the whole Work. So the famous Painter 
of Toledo, Painted the Story of the three Wiſemen af 
the Eaſt coming to Worſhip, and bring their Preſent; 
to our Lord upon his Birth at Bethlehem, where he ee. 
preſents them as three Arabian or Indian Kings; two 
of them are White, and one Black: But unhapri!y 
when he drew the latter Part of them Kneeling, which 
to be ſure were done after their Faces; their Leg 
being neceſſarily a little intermixed, he made e 
black Feet for the Negroe King, and but three }1: 
Feet for the two white Kings, and yet never diſcoyc:: 
the Miſtake till the Piece was preſented to the king, 
and hung up in the great Church. As this is an unpar 
donable Error in Sculpture or Limning, it mus |- 
much more ſo in Poetry, where the Images mull ave 


no Improprieties, much leſs Inconſiſtencies. 


In a Word, Mr. Milton has indeed made 
Poem, but it is the Devil of a Hiſtory. I can 
allow Mr. Milton to make Hills and Dales, {flow 
Meadows and Plains (and the like) in Heaven 
Places of Retreat and Contemplation in Hell; thou) | 
muſt add, that it can be allowed to no Poet on 
but Mr. Milton. Nay, I will allow Mr. TI, 
you pleaſe, to ſet the Angels a dancing in Heaven, 
v. fel. 138. and the Devils a Singing in Held, 4% 
fel. 44. though they are in ſhort, eſpecially the 1:4, 
moſt horrid Abſurdities. But I cannot allow im 
make their Muſick in Hell to be Harmonious an! 
Charming as he does; ſuch Images being incong 
and indeed ſhocking to Nature. Neither can! 
we ſhould allow Things to be placed out off 
Poetry, any more than in Hiſtory ; it is a Confuis 5 
Images which is allowed to be difallowed by 5! 
Criticks, of what Tribe or Species ſoever it ti 
World, and is indeed unpardonable. But we ſha! fu 
ſo many more of theſe Things in Mr. Milton, thi 
really taking Notice of them all, would carry m. 
quite out of my way, I being at this Time not ri! 
ing the Hiſtory of Mr. Milion, but of the Hens 
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Beßides, Mr. Milton is ſuch a celebrated Man, that 
who but he that can write the Hiſtory of the Devil 
dare meddle with him? 

Bat to come back to the Buſineſs. As I had cau- 
tioned you againſt running to Scripture for ſhelter in 
Caſes of Difficulty, Scripture weighing very little amon 
the People I am directing my Speech to; ſo — 
Scripture gives but very little Light into any Thing of 
the Devil's Story before his Fall, and but to very litile 
f it for ſome Time after. 

Nor has Mr. Milton ſaid one Word to ſolve the main 
Difficulty (viz. ) How the Devil came to Fall, and 
how Sin came into Heaven? How the ſpotleſs ſera- 
phich Nature could receive Infection? whence the Con- 
t2g10n proceeded, what noxious Matter could emit Cor- 
ruption there, how and whence any Vapour to Poiſon 
the Angelick Frame could riſe up, or how it increaſed 
nd grew up to Crime. But all this he paſſes over, 
and hurrying up that Part in two or three Words, 
only tells us,

ven by 2 Law; but Satan, by a ſtrange, inviſible and 
un:ccountable Impreſſion felt the Reſtraint within him; 
and at the ſame Time that his moral Capacity was not 
taken away, yet his Power of exerting that Capacity 
felt the Reſtraint, and left him unable to do, even what 
he was able to do at the ſame Time.

It was ſuffictent to bring Mankind to a Neglect of 
Gop, to worſhip him by Halves, and give little 
or no Regard to his Laws, and ſo grow looſe and 
immoral, in direct Contradiction to his Com- 
mands; this would not go down with them at 
firſt, fo the Devil went on gradually. 

From a Negligence in worſhipping the true God, 
he by Degrees introduc'd the Worſhip of falſe. 
Gos; and to introduce this he began with the 
Jun, Moon, and Stars, call'd in the holy Text the 
Hoſt of Heaven; theſe had greater Majeſty upon 
them, and ſeem'd fitter to command the Homa 
of Mankind; ſo it was not the hardeſt Thing in 
the World, to bring Men, when they had once 
forgotten the true Gop, to embrace the Worſhip 
of fuch Gops as thoſe. 

Having thus debauch'd their Principles in Worſhip, 
and led them from the true and only Object ot 
Worſtup to a falſe, it was the eafier to carry them 
on; ſo in a few Gradations more he brought them 
© downright Idolatry, and even in that Idolatry 
he proceeded gradually too; for he begin with 
awful Names, fuch as were venerable in the 
Thoughts of Men, as Baar or BELL, which, in 
Uhaldatck and Hebrew, ſignifies Lord or Sove- 
reign, or Mighty and Magnificent, and this was 
therefore a Name aſcrib'd at firſt to the true Gop ;

with which he has plaid upon the Frailty of Princes, 
and enſnar'd the greateſt of them ever ſince, even from 
his moſt Auguſt Imperial Majeſty King Nimrod the 
Firn, to his moſt Chriſtian Maieſty Louis XIV. and 
many a mighty Monarch between. | 

When theſe mighty Monarchs and Men of Fame 
went of the Stage, the World had their Memories in 
elteem many Ages after; and as their great Actions 
were no otherwiſe recorded than by oral Tradition, 
anch the Tongues and Memories of fallible Men, Time 
ind the Cuſtom of magnifying the paſt Actions of 
Lings, Men ſoon fabl'd up their Hiſtories, Satan

As to the Antiquity of this horrible Defe*ton of 
Mankind, tho” we do not find the Beginning ©! par.

after the Confuſion of Babel; for Nimrod, 2+ i» (aid, 
was no more than Neah's great Grandſon, and 4 him. 
ſelf, 1 ſuppoſe, might be alive ſome Years aer Nin 
rod was born; and as Nimrod was not long dead, before 
they forgot that he was a Tyrant and a Murtherer, and 
made a Baal, that is a Lord or Idol of him, (ay, it 
was not long dead, for Nimred was born in the Year of 
the World 1847, and built Babylon the Yer 1879 
and we find Terab the Father of Abraham, who liv's 
from the Year 1879 was an Idolater, as was 2 
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Peshuel, who was Terab's Grandſon ; for we find Laban, 
who was Bethuel's Son, was ſo, and all this was during 
the Life of the firſt Poſt-Diluvian Family, for Terah 
was born within one hundred ninety three Years after 
the Flood, and one hundred fifty ſeven Years before 
aß was dead; and even Abraham himſelf was eight and 
fifty Years old before Noah died, and yet Idolatry had 
been then, in all probability, above an hundred Years 
practiſed in the World. 


N. B. It is worth Remark here, what a terrible Ad- 
vantage the Devil gai d by the debauching poor 
Noah, and drawing him into the Sin of Drunken- 
neſs ; for by this, as I ſaid, he filenc'd and ſtop'd 
the Mouth of the great Preacher of Righteouſneis, 
that Father and Patriarch of the whole World, 
who not being able for the Shame of his own foul 
Miſcarriage, to pretend to inſtruct or reprove the 
World any more, the Dev took hold of them 
immediately, and for want of a Prophet to warn 
nd admoniſh, run that little of Religion which 
there might be left in Sem and Japbet, quite 
out of the World, and delug'd them all in 
IDOoLATRY. 


How long the whole World may be ſaid to be thus 
erw helm'd in Ignorance and Idolatry, we may make 
{ome tolerable gueſs at by the Hiſtory of Abraham ; for 
it was not till God call'd him from his Father's Houſe, 
that any ſuch Thing as a Church was eſtabliſh'd in the 
World ; nor even then, except in his own Family and 
ducceſſors for almoſt four hundred Years after that 
Call; and till God brought the Vraelites back out of 
Bet, the whole World may be faid to be involv'd in 
Idolatry and Dewil worſhip.

a Minſtrel. 

He tempted Saul with a Spirit of Diſconten'; | 
with a Spirit of Envy at poor David, to hu! |! 
like a Partridge upon the Mountains, 

He tempted Saul with a Spirit of Divination, 
ſent him to a Witch to enquire of Samucl for h 
if Gop would help him when he was dead, 
forfaken him when he was alive. 

Aſter that, he tempted him to kill him{e!t 
Pretence that he might not fall into the Hands of th 
Uncircumciſed ; as if Se//-Murther was not halt »: 
either for Sin againſt Gop, or Diſgrace amony Ven, 
as being taken Priſoner by a Philiftine FA Picce of 
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Madneſs none but the Devi could have brug Not 
kind to ſubmit to, tho' ſome Ages after that, nie 
it a Faſhion among the Romans.

| favoured by Heaven, the Devil fell upon him with . 
more Vigour, attack'd him fo many Ways, an! cn 
quer'd him ſo very often, that as no Man was % v0" 
a King, ſo hardly any good King was ever © wo: 
Man; in many Caſes one would have almoſt ou 
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the Devil had made Sport with David, to ſhew how 
eafily he could overthrow the beſt Man Gop could 
chooſe of the whole Congregation. 

He made him diſtruſt his Benefactor ſo much as to 
feign himſelf mad before the King of Garh, when he 
had fed to him for Shelter.

Thro' all the Reigns of the ſeveral Succeſ 
David, the Dewil took care to carry on b own 
Game; to the continual inſulting the Meaſures 1c 
Gop himſelf had taken for the eſtabliſhing h. c 
in the World, and eſpecially as a Church; til! t lat 
he ſo effectually debauch'd them to Idolatry : that 
Crime which of all others was moſt provoking to Gov, 
as it was carrying the People away from their Ae 
giance, and tranſpoſing the Homage they ow'd Go:

ſoever it was in itſelf, yet ſo did his Artifice prevail 
among them, that, firſt or laſt, he brought them 3!

Moguls, (other Princes of the Eaftern World) have 
nice practiſed, namely, to pick up their moſt beautiful 
Slaves ; but theſe, it ſeems, were Women of Rank, | 
King's Daughters, as Pharaoh's Daughter, and the '' 
Daughters of the Princes and prime Men among the 
Moahites, Ammonites, Zidonians, Hittites, &c. I Kings

' Nor was this all ; but as he drew him into the Love j 
of theſe forbidden Women ( for ſuch they were, as to 
their Nation, as well as Number) ſo he enſnar'd hun 
by thoſe Women to a Familiarity with their Worſhip ; 
and by Degrees brought that famous Prince (famous 
tor his Wiſdom) to be the greateſt and moſt-impos'd- \,

2s ſo natural to them. And this is Satan's general 
Vay of working, not with them only, but with us 
Iſo, and with all the World, even then, and 
ever ſince.

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Spirit which ſtood before the Lord, 2 Chron. XVIH. 20. 
and offered his Service to entice Ahab the King of 
Iſrac! to come out to Battle to his Ruin, by being a 
lving Spirit in the Mouths of all his Prophets; and 
who for that Time had a ſpecial Commiſſion, as he had 
another Time in the Caſe of 7%? and indeed it was a 
Commiſſion fit for no body but the Devil: Thou ſhalt 
nice him, and thou ſhalt allo prevail: Go out and as 
even , ver.

Even good Foſrah himſelf, of whom it is recorded, 
that /rke him there was no King before him, neither after 
im aroſe there any like him, 2 Kings xxiii. 26. yet the 
Deve“ never left him with his Machinations, till finding 
he could not tempt him to any "Thing. wicked in his Go- 
vernment, he tempted or mov'd him to a needleſs War 
with the King of Eg yp/, in which he loſt his Life. 

From the Death of this good King, the Devil pre- 
vail'd ſo with the whole Nation of the Jews, and 
brought them to ſuch an incorrigible Pitch of Wicked- 
neſs, that God gave them up, forſook his Habitation of 
Glory, the Temple, which he ſuffer'd to be ſpoil'd 
firſt, then burnt and demoliſh'd ; deſtroying the whole 
Nation of the Zewws, except a ſmall Number that were 
left, and thoſe the Enemy carried away into Captivity. 

Nor was he ſatisfied with this general Deſtruction of 
the whole People of Iyael, for the ten Tribes were 
gone before; but he follow'd them even into their 
Captivity ; thoſe that fled away to Egypt, which they 
tell us were ſeventy Thouſand, he firſt corrupted, and 
then they were deſtroyed there upon the Overthrow of 
E, by the ſame King of Falylon.

the Extent of his own Power too well, and what Limi- 
tations were laid upon him, ſtood ftill as it were look- 
ing on, and not daring to oppoſe the Return of the 
Cptivity, which he very well knew had been prophe- 
fied, and would come to paſs. 

He did indeed make ſome little Oppoſition to the 
Building, and to the fortifying the City, but as it was 
to no Purpoſe, ſo he was ſoon oblig'd to give it over; 
and thus the Captivity being return'd, and the Temple 
rebuilt, the People of the Jens encreaſed and multi- 
plied to an infinite Number and Strength ; and from 
this Time we may ſay, the Power of the Devil rather 
declin'd and decreas'd, than went on with Succeſs, as it 
had done before; It is true the Jeaus fell into Sects and 
Errors, and Diviſions of many Kinds, after the Return 
from the Captivity, and no doubt the Devil had a great 
Hand in thoſe Diviſions ; but he could never bring them 
back to Idolatry, and his not being able to do that, 
made him turn his Hand ſo many Ways to plague and 
oppreſs them; as particularly by Antiochus the Great, 
who brought the Abomination of Deſolation into the 
holy Place; and there the Devil triumph'd over them 
for ſome Time; but they were deliver'd many Ways, 
all at laſt they came peaceably under the Protection 
rather than the Dominion of the Roman Empire: 
When Hered the Great govern'd them as a King, and 
re-edified, nay +almoſt rebuilt their Temple, with ſo 
great an Expence and Magnificence, that he made it, 
s ſome ſay, greater and more glorious than that of 
v:{5mon's, tho' that I take to be a great — Fable, to 
ay no worſe of it.

Firs, he governed them like what he is, viz. an

„ he governed then with an abſolute Sway ; he had 
his Oracles, where he gave Audience to his Votaries 
like 2 Deity, and he had his Sub Gods, who under his 
ſeveral Diſpoſitions receiv*'d the Homage of Mankind in 
their Names ; ſuch were all the Rabble of the Heathen 
Deities, from Jupiter the Supreme, to the Lares or 
Houſnold Gods of every Family; theſe, I ſay, like 
Refidents, received the Proſtrations, but the Homage 
was all Satan's; the Devil had the Subſtance of it all, 
which was the Idolatry. 

During this Adminiſtration of Hell, there was lefs 
Witchcraft, leſs true literal Magick than there has been 
ſince; there was indeed no need of it, the Devil did 
rot ſtoop to the Mechaniſm of his more modern Ope- 
rations, but ruPd as a Deity, and receiv'd the Vows and 
the Bows of his Subjects in more State, and with more 
dlemnity; whereas ſince that, he is content to employ 
more Agents and take more Pains himſelf too; now 

ke runs up and down Hackney in the World, more like 

a Drudge than a Prince, and much more than he 
did then. 

Hence all thoſe Things we call Apparitions and 
ions of Ghoſts, Familiar-Spirits and Dealings with 
| te Devil, of which there is ſo great a Variety in the 
© World at this Time, were not ſo much known among 
| tie People, in thoſe firſt Ages of the Devil's King- 
om; in a Word, the Devil ſeems to be put to his 
FE tuts, and to fly to Art and Stratagem for the carrying 
On his Affairs, much more now than he did then. 

One Reaſon for this may be, that he has been more 
coverd and expos'd in theſe Ages, than he was be-

T' is true, as that learn'd and pleaſant Author, the 

inimitable Dr. Brown ſays, the Dewil' is his own 
Hell; one of the moſt conſtituting Parts of his Infelici- 
ty is, that he cannot act upon Mankind brev: Mam, 
by his own inherent Power, as well as Rage; that he 
cianot unbinge this Creation. which, as 4 hawe ob- 
ſer 4 'n its Place, he had the utmoſt Averſion to from 
it: Beginning, as it was a ſtated Deſign in the Creator 
t ſupply his Place in Heaven with a new Species of Be- 
ings call'd Man, and fill the Vacancies occaſion'd by his 
Degeneracy and Rebellion. 

This fill'd him with Rage inexpreſſible, and horrible 
Reſolutions of Revenge, and the Impoſſibility of exe- 
cuting thoſe Reſolutions torments him with Deſpair 3 
this added to what he was before, makes him a com- 
pleat Devil, with a Hell in his own Breaſt, and a Fire 
unquenchable burning about his Heart. 

_ I might enlarge here, and very much to the Purpoſe,

Contriviince, Scheme, and Confederacy, all leading on 
to Execution: How it poſſeſſes a human Soul in all the 
molt ſenſible Parts; how it empowers Mankind to fin 
in Imagination, as effectually to all future Intents and 
Purpoſes

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| his Perſon, and an immaterial but intenſe Fire flaming 
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Purpoſes (Damnation) as if he had ſinned ad 
How ſafe a Practice it is too, as to Puniſhment +», «i. 
Life, namely, that it impowers us to cut Thron 
of the Gallows, to flander Virtue, reproach Innocence 
wound Honour and ſtab Reputation; and in a Word 
to do all the wicked Things in the World, out of c. 
Reach of the Law. 

It would alſo require ſome few Words to (+{crih- 
the ſecret Operations of thoſe nice Qualities When they 
reach the human Soul; how effectually they {11 2 
Hell within us, and how imperceptibly they aimilate 
and transform us into Dewils, meer human De 
really Devils as Satan himſelf, or any of his n+ 
and that therefore tis not ſo much out of the 
ſome imagine, to fay, ſuch a Man is an in 
vil; for as Crime made Satan a Devil, who wit (ors 
a bright immortal Seraph, or Angel of Light , tow 
much more eaſily may the ſame Crime make /an; 
Devir, tho' every Way meaner and more cont-:npti- 
ble, of a Man or a Woman either? But this is tov grove 
a Subject for me at this Time. 

The Devil being thus, 1 ſay, fird with Rive and 
Envy, in conſequence of his Jealouſy upon the Cn 
of Man, his Torment is encreaſed to the highe!! by tlic 
Limitation of his Power, and being forbid to act gurt 
Mankind by Force of Arms; this is, I ſay, par! of h 
Hell, which, as above, is within him, and v ich he 
carries with him wherever he goes; nor is it ſo difhicult 
to conceive of Hell, or of the Devil, either under this 
juſt Deſcription, as it is by all the uſual Notions date 
are taught to entertain of them, by (the old Women) 
our Inſtructors; for every Man may, by taking but : 
common View of himſelf, and making a juſt >crutiny 
into his own Paſſions, on ſome of their particc = 
curhons, ſee a Hell within himſelf, and himſe!! mec 
Dewil as long as the Inflammation laſts ; and that © 
really, and to all Intents and Purpoſes, as if he had tie 
Angel (Satan) before his Face, in his Locality and 
Perſonality ; that is to ſay, all Devil and Monſter n 
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about and from within him, at all the Pores of his 
Body. 

The Notions we receive of the Devil, as a Per/or: 
being in Hell as a Place, are infinitely abſurd and ridi- 
culous ; the firſt we are certain is not true in Fact, be- 
cauſe he has a certain Liberty, (oe er. limited that is 
not to the Purpoſe) is daily viſible, and to be traced in 
his ſeveral Attacks upon Mankind, and has been ſo ever 
ſince his firſt Appearance in Paradi/e ; as to his corporal 
Vikbility that is not the preſent Queſtion neither; tis 
enough that we can hunt him by the Foot, that we can 
follow him as Hounds do a Fox upon a hot Scent : We 
can ſee him as plamly by the Effect, by the Miſchief he 
does, and more by the Miſchief he puts us upon doing, 
I ay, as plainly, as if we ſaw him by the Eye. 

t is not to be doubted but the Dewi] can ſee us when 
and where we cannot ſee him: And as he has a Perſon- 
ality, tho it be ſpirituous, he and his Angels too may 
be reaſonably ſuppoſed to inhabit the World of Spirits, 
ind to have free Acceſs from thence to the Regions of 
Life, and to paſs and repaſs in the Air, as really, tho” 
not perceptible to us, as the Spirits of Men do after their 
releaſe ſrom the Body, paſs to the Place (wherever that 
'*) which is appointed for them. 

If the Devil was confin'd to a Place (Heli) as a 
Priſon, he could then have no Buſineſs here ; and if we 
pretend to deſcribe Hell, as not a Priſon, but that the 
Devil has Liberty to be there, or not be there as he 
pleaſed, then he would certainly never be there, or 
* is not ſuch a Place as we are taught to underſtand it 
to be, 

Indeed according to ſome, Hell ſhould be a Place of 
tire and Torment to the Souls that are caſt into it, but 
not to the Dewils themſelves ; who we make little more 

or leſs chan Keepers and Turnkeys to Hell, as a Goal ; 
that they are — about to bring Souls thither, lock 


| them in when they come, and then away upon the 
bent to fetch more > That one Sort of. Devilij are made 
© live in the World among Men, and to be buſy conti-

for him in Heaven, and the Scheme of it perfected on 
Farth 3 by which 2his Man, tho' even the Devil by his 
Art may have deluded him, and drawn him into 
Crime, is yet in a State of Recovery, which the Devil 
is not; and that it is not in his (Satar's) Power to 
prevent it: Now take the Dewil as he is in his own 
Nature Angelic, a bright immortal Seraph, Heaven- 
born, and having taſted the eternal Beatitude, which 
theſe are appointed to enjoy; the Loſs of that State 
to himfelf, the Poſſeſſion of it granted to his Rival tho 
wicked like and as himſelf; I ſay, take the Devil as he 
is, having a quick Senſe of his own Perdition, and a 
finging Sight of his Rival's Felicity, 'tis Hell enough, 
nd more than enough, even for an Angel to ſupport ; 
nothing we can conceive can be worſe. 

As to any other Fire than this, ſuch and ſo immate- 
rally intenſe as to Torment a Spirit, which is it ſelf 
Fire alſo 3 J will not ſay it cannot be, becauſe to Infi- 
nite every Thing is poſſible, but I mult ſay, I cannot 
conce: ve rightly of it. 

| will not enter here into the Wiſdom or Reaſona- 
bleneſs of repreſenting the Torments of Hell to be Fire, 
and that Fire to be a Commixture of Flame and Sulpher 
it has pleaſed G o Þ to let the Horror of thoſe eternal 
Agonies about à 4% Heaven, be laid before us by thoſe 
Similitudes or Allegories, which are moſt moving to our 
denies and to our Underſtandings ; nor will I diſpute 
the Poſlibility 3 much leſs will I doubt but that there is 
to be 2 Conſummation of Miſery to all the Objects of 
Miſery, when the Dewil's Kingdom in this World,

However I muſt not compliment the Brains of 
Men, at the Expence of my own, or talk Nonſcnſ be. 
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canſe they can underſtand no other; I think all theſe | 
Notions and Repreſentations of Hell and of the Devil, 
to be as prophane as they are ridiculous, and I ought no 

more to talk prophanely than merrily of them. 

Let us learn to talk of theſe Things then, as we 
ſhould do; and as we really cannot deſcribe them to our 
Reaſon and Underſtanding, why ſhould we deſcribe 
them to our Senſes ; we had, 1 think, much better not 
deſcribe them at all, that is to ſay, not attempt it: 
The bleſſed Apoſtle St. Paul was, as he ſaid himſelf, 
carried up, or caught up into the third Heawen, yet 
when he came down again, he could neither tell what 
te heard or deſcribe what he ſaw ; all he could ſay of 
it was, that what he heard was anutterable, and what 
he ſaw was znconceivable.

:bundance of public Affairs under his Direction, and an 
infinite Variety of particular Caſes always before him; 
Fr Fxample. | 
How many Governments in the World are wholly in 
his Adminiſtration ? how many Divans and great 
Councils under his Direction? nay, I believe, *twould 
be hard to prove that there is or has been one Council 
of State in the World for many hundred Years pat, 
down to the Year 1713, (we don't pretend to come 
nearer home) where the Devil by himſelf, or his Agents 
in one Shape or another, has not ſat as a Member, if 
not taken the Chaar. 

And tho' ſome learned Authors may diſpute this Point 
with me, by giving ſome Examples where the Councils 
of Princes have been acted by a better Hand, and 
where Things have been carried againſt Satan's Intereſt, 
and even to his great Mortification, it amounts to no 
more than this; namely, that in ſuch Caſes the Devil

the Geniz to offer Sacrifice, one of the Prieſts dropt 
down dead; this, had it had any Signification more 

| than a Man falling dead of an Apoplectic, would have 
ſignifted ſomething fatal to Falian, who made himſelf a 
Brother Sacriſt or Prieſt ; whereas the Prieſts turn'd it 
preſently to ſignify the Death of his Colleague, the 
| Conſul Slut, which happen'd juſt at the ſame "Time, 
tho" eight hundred Miles off; ſo in another Caſe, 
Julian thought it ominous that he, who was Auguſtus, 
| ſhould be nam'd with two other Names of Perſons, 
| both already dead; the Caſe was thus, the Stile of the

Where by the antient Sacriſts, and that one of theſe fled

[1 thoſe Days the Wickedneſs of the World keeping 
+ jult Pace with their Ignorance, this inferior Sort of 
ow vriz'd Inſtruments did the Devil's Work mighty 
well ; they drudged on in his Black-Art fo laborioufly, 
and with ſuch good Succeſs, that he found it was better 
'0 employ them as Tools to delude and draw in Man- 
«ind, than to ſend his inviſible Implements about, and 
oblige them to take ſuch Shapes and Dreſſes as were 
nec21tary upon every trifing Occaſion ; which, perhaps, 
was more Coſt than Worſhip, more Pains than Pay. 

Having then a Set of theſe Voluntiers in his Service, 
the true Devil had nothing to do but to keep an exact 
Corre/pondence with them, and communicate ſome 
neec'ſul Powers to them, to make them be and do fome- 
thing extraordinary, and give them a Reputation in their 
Buiineſs ; and theſe, in a Word, did a great Part of, nay 
mot all the Devil's Buſineſs in the World. 

To this Purpoſe gave he them Power, if we may be- 
lieve old Glanwille, Baxter, Hicks, and other learned 
Cortultors of Oracles, to walk inviſible, to fly in the 
ride aponBroom-ſticks, and other Wooden Gear, 
© 1nterpret Dreams, anſwer Queſtions, betray Secrets, 
eo tals (Gibberiſh) the univerſal Language, to raiſe 
Storms, {ell Winds, bring up Spirits, diſturb the Dead, 
nu torment the Living, with a thouſand other needful 
[:1cxs to amuſe the World, keep themſelves in Vene- 
"ation, and carry on the Devil's Empire in the World. 
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The firſt Nations among whom theſe inf: 
tices were found, were the Chal/dzans; and th 
do Juſtice in earneſt, as well as in jeſt, it muſt 
that the Chal/deans, or thoſe of them ſo called. 
Conjurers or Magicians, only Philoſopher:

have an extraordinary Account ef them; and

to _ lite a Witch. 

The ſtrange Work which the Devil has made in the 
World, by this Sort of his Agents called Witches, 1s 
ſach, and ſo extravagantly wild, that except our Hope 
that moſt of thoſe Tales happen not to be true, I know 
not how any one could be eaſy to live near a Widow 
after ſhe was five and fifty. 

All the other Sorts of Emiſſaries which Satan em- 
ploys, come ſhort of theſe Ghoſts ; and Apparitions 
ſometimes come and ſhew themſelves, on particular 

ccounts, and ſome of thoſe Particulars reſpect doing 
ultice, ; repairing Wrongs, preventing Miſchief ; ſome- 
times in Matters very conſiderable, and on Things fo

tance in the World. | 
take the Dewi to be under great Difficulties in his 
Affairs on his Part, eſpecially occaſion'd by the Bounds 
WII ich are ſet him, or which Policy oblige him to ſet 
to 11mſelf, in his Acceſs to the converſing with Man- 
ind ; "tis evident he is not permitted to fall upon them 
wieh Force and Arms, that is to ſay, to muſter up his 
nal Troops, and attack them with Fire and Sword; 
if Then was not looſe to act in this Manner as he was able, 
by his own ſeraphic Power to have deſtroy'd the w hole 
Race, and even the Earth they dwelt upon, ſo he 
would certainly, and long ago have effectually done it; 
11s particular Intereſts and inclinations are well enough 
known. 

But in the next Place, as he 1s thus reſtrain'd from 
Violence, ſo Prudentials reſtrain him in all his other 
Actings with Mankind; and being confin'd to Strata- 
gem, and ſoft ſtill Methods, ſuch as ; Perſuaſion, Allure- 
meat, feeding the n prompting, and then gra- 
Ufyin g corrupt Defires, and the like; he finds it for his 
a-poſe not to appear in Perſon, except very rarely, 
d then in Diſguiſe ; but to act all the reſt in the Dark, 
un 1 85 the Vizor of Art and Craft, making Uſe of Per- 
ſon and Methods conceal'd, or at leaſt not fully under- 

ſtood or diſcover'd. 

As to the Perſons whom he employs, I have taken 
{ome Pains you ſee to diſcover ſome of them ; but the 
Methods he uſes with them, either to inform and in- 
ſtruct, and give Orders to them, or to converſe en 

chert 
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other People by them, theſe are very particular, 9. 
ſerve ſome Place in our Memoirs, particularly as che, 
may ſerve to remove ſome of our Miſtakes, and 
off ſome of the frightful Ideas we are apt to enter: 
Prejudice of this great Manager; as if he was no mg: 
to be match'd in his Politics, than he would be 9 6 
match'd in his Power, if it was let looſe ; which ts < 
much a Miſtake, that on the contrary, we read of fe. 
veral People that have abuſed and cheated the D 
Thing, which I cannot ſay, is very honeſt nor jul, 
notwithſtanding the old Latin Proverb, Fallere fall nin 
non eft fraus, (which Men conftrue, or rather render 
by way of Banter upon Satan) 'tis no Sin to cheit the 
Devil, which for all that, upon the whole I der, an 
alledge, that let the Devil act how he will by us, ve 
ought to deal fairly by him. 

But to come to the Buſineſs, without Circur: cu 
tions; I am to enquire how Satan iſſues out hi O. 
ders, gives his Inſtructions and fully delivers his line 
to his Emiſſaries, of whom J have mention'd {me in 
the Title to Chap. IX. In order to this, you mul? form 
an Idea of the Devil ſitting in great State, in oper 
Campaign, with all his Legions about him, the 
height of the Atmoſphere ; or if you will, at a cer 
Diſtance from the Atmoſphere, and above it, that th: 
Plan of his Encampment might not be hurried round its 
own Axis, with the Earth's diurnal Motion, which 
might be ſome Diſturbance to him. 

By this fix'd Situation, the Earth performing its g 
tation, he has every Part and Parcel of it brought to: 
direct Oppoſition to him, and conſequently to his 10 
once in twenty four Hours: The laſt time I was there, 
if I remember right, he had this Quarter of the Woric, 
which we call Chriſtendom, juſt under his Eye; an 
the Motion is not ſo ſwift, but that his piercing Op 
ticks can take a fſtrit View of it en pafſant ; for the 
Circumference of it being but twenty one thouſand 
Miles, and its circular Motion being full twenty fou 
Hours performing, he has ſomething more than a 
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Hour to view every thou and Miles, which, to his ſu- 
peratural Penetration, is not worth naming. 

As he takes thus a daily View of all the Circle, and 
an hoarly View of the Parts, he is fully Maſter of all 
Tranſactions, at leaſt ſuch as are done above Board by 
a Mankind; and then he diſpatches his Emiſſaries or 
Aid du Camps to every Part with his Orders and In- 
iruftions : Now theſe Emiſſaries, you are to underſtand, 
are not the Witches and Diviners, who I ſpoke of above, 
or ] call them alſo Emiſſaries; but they are all Devils 
or (as you know they are call'd) Devil's Angels; and 
theſe may, perhaps, come and converſe perſonally with 
the Sub-emiſſaries I mention'd, to be ready for their 
support and Aſſiſtance on all Occaſions of Buſineſs : 
Theſe are thoſe Devils which the Witches are ſaid to 
raiſe for we can hardly ſuppoſe the Maſter Devil comes 
himſelf, at the Summons of every ugly old Woman. 

Theſe run about into every Nook and Corner, 
wherever Satan's Buſineſs calls them, and are never 
wanting to him; but are the moſt diligent Devils ima- 
ginablez like the Turki/> Chaiux, they no ſooner re- 
ceive their Errand, but they execute it with the utmoſt 
Alacrity; and as to their Speed, it may be truly written 
as a Motto, upon the Head of every individual Devil, 


Non indig et calcaribus. 


Theſe are thoſe, who they tell us our Witches, Sor- 
cerers, Wizards, and ſuch Sorts of Folks converſe freely 
with, and are therefore call'd their Familiars; and as 
they tell us, come to them in human Shapes, talk to 
them with articulate plain Voices, as if Men, and that 
yet the ſaid Witches, Sc. know them to be Dew/ls. 

Hiſtory has not yet enlighten'd us in this Part of uſe- 
ful Knowledge, or at leaſt not ſufficiently for a Deſcrip- 
ton of the Perſons or Habits of theſe Sorts of Appear- 
ances; as what Shapes they take up, what Language 
they ſpeak, and what particular Works they perform,

without a Key, and like an Enemy laying tie; 
fortified City, Reaſon and Nature, the Governor «/ the 
City, keep him out by Day, and keep the G 
true to their Duty ; but in the Dark he gets 
parleys with the Garriſon (the AﬀeCtions and hon 
Debauches their Loyalty, ſtirring up them to Di! 
and Rebellion, ſo they betray their Truſt, Revo“ Ut 
tiny, and go over to the Beſieger. 

Thus he manages his Intereſt, I ſay, and inf nude 
himſelf into the Inſide of us, without our Conſent, nav 
without our Knowledge ; for whatever Spec lat 0 
may do, *tis evident Demonſtration does not aſfli!!

, and we know nothing of the Matter, he informs 
himſelf of all our Meaſures, and arms himſelf in the 
be? and moſt ſuitable manner to injure and affault us, 
i ie can counteract all our ſecret concerted Deſigns, 
d:{;ppoint all our Schemes, and except when Heaven 
1pparently concerns it ſelf to over-rule him, can de- 
feat all our Enterprizes, break all our Meaſures, and do 
ae Miſchief in almoſt every Part of our Life, and all 
this, becauſe we are not privy to all his Motions, as 
he 19 tO Ours, 

But now for his Viſibility and his real Appearance in 
the World, and particularly among his Diſciples and 
ti faries, ſuch as Witches and Wizards, Demonaiſts, 
and the like: Here, I think Satan has a great deal of 
Loſ-, ſuffers manifeſt Injury, and has great Injuſtice 
done him; and, that therefore I ought to clear this 
Matter up a little, if it be poſſible, to do Juſtice to 
Satan, and ſet Matters right in the World about him, 
cording to that uſeful old Maxim of ſetting the Sad- 
dle upon the right Horſe, or giving the Devil his due. 

Firit, as I have ſaid, we are not to believe every idle 
Head, who pretends even to converſe Face to Face 
with the Dewi and who tells us, they have thus ſeen 
him, and been acquainted with him every Day: Many 
of eſe Pretenders are manifeſt Cheats; and, however, 
they would have the Honour of a private Intereſt in

make uſe of his Name, and abuſe the World about 
aim, till at laſt they may really believe they do a deal 
with the Dewil, when indeed 'tis only he deals with 
them, and they know nothing of the Matter, 

in other Caſes he may encourage them in theſe lit- 
dle Frauds and Cheats, and give them leave, as above, 
o make uſe of his Name to bring them afterwards, 
and by Degrees to have a real Acquaintance with him ; 
o bringing the Jeſt of their Trade into Earneſt, till at 
ength prompting them to commit ſome great Villany, 
he tecures them to be his own, by their very Fear of 
dis leaving them to be expoſed to the World; thus 
he puts a Forathan Wild upon them, and makes them 
be the very Wretches they only pretended to be before: 
So old Parſons of Chthroe, as Fame tells, was twenty 
five Years a Cunning- man, and twenty two Years a 
Witch 3 that is to ſay, for five and twenty Years, he 
was only pretending to deal with the Dewi/, when Sa- 
tan and he had no manner of Acquaintance, and he on- 
put his Leger de- main upon the People in the Dewi/'s 
Name, without his leave; but at length the Devil's 
Fatience being tir'd quite out, he told the old Counter- 
leit, that in ſhort, he had been his ſtalking Horſe long 
enough, and that now, if he thought fit to enter him- 
(elf, and take a Commiſſion, well and good ; and he 
hond have a Leaſe to carry on his Trade for ſo many 
Yeu; more, to his Heart's content; but if not, he

Upon this, the old Man conſider'd of it, tec 
Devil's Counſel, and liſted in his Pay; ſo he 
had plaid his Pranks twenty five Years as a Cor er.

ſe is true, that Poſſeſſion being one of the principal 
Pieces of the Devil's Artifice in his managing Man- 
kind, and in which, with the moſt exquiſite skill he 
plays the Devil among us, he has the more Reaſon to 
be : fronted when he finds himſelf invaded in this Part, 
Ind angry that any Body ſhould pretend to poſſeſs, or 
be poſſeſs'd without his leave, and this may be the 
Renſon for ought we know, why ſo many Blunders have 
been made, when People have pretended to it without 
him, and he has thought fit not to own them in it; 
of which we have many Examples in Hiſtory, as in 
Simon Magus, the Devil of London, the fair Maid of 
Kent, and ſeveral others, whoſe Hiſtory it is not worth 
while to enlarge upon. 

In ſhort, Poſſeſſions, as I have ſaid, are nice Things, 
is it is not ſo eaſy to mimick the Devil in that Part, 
a it may be in ſome other; deſigning Men have at- 
tempted it often, but their manner has been eaſily diſ- 
tinvuiſhed, even without the Devil's Aſſiſtance. 

Thus the People of Salem in New-England pretended 
%o be bewitched, and that a Black Man tormented them 
by the Inſtigation of ſuch and ſuch, whom they re-

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there are likewiſe ſome other ſorts of counterfeit D--,/ 
in the World, ſuch as Gypfies, Fortune-tellers, ore 
lers of good and bad Luck, Seilers of Winds, NR. 
of Storms, and many more, ſome practiſed among 
ſome in foreign Parts, too many almoſt to reck or, up 
nay I almoſt doubt whether the Devil himſelf |: n; 
all the Sorts of them; for 'tis evident he has little r 
thing to do with them, I mean not in the Way of n 
Craft. 

Theſe I take to be Interlopers, or with the CG. -- 
Merchants leave, ſeparate Traders, and who act 
the Skreen and Protection of Satan's Power, but 
oat his Licenſe or Authority; no doubt theſe ca 
way a great deal of his Trade, that is to ſay, the Trad 
which otherwiſe the Dewi] might have carried 
Agents of his own ; I cannot but ſay, that while 
People would fain be thought Dewz/s, tho' they rc ill, 
are not, it is but juſt they ſhould be really made as m 
Dewil; as they pretended to be, or that Satan ſhui) 
do himſelf Juſtice upon them, as he threatened t« 4, 
upon old Parſons of Clithrae abovementioned, and tet 
the World know them.

HO' I am writing the Hiſtory of the Den 
I have not undertaken to do the like of al! 
Kinds of People, Male or Female, who ſet up for 
v, in the World: This would be a Task for the 
vil indeed, and fit only for him to undertake, for 
Number is and has been prodigious great, and mas 
with his other Legions be ranked among the Innume- 
Table. . 

What a World do we inhabit! where there is 90. 
enly with us a great Roaring-Lyon-Dewvil daily ſeekin 
whom of us he may devour, and innumerable Millions 


** 
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of leſſer Devils hovering in the whole Atmoſphere over 
1s, nay, for ought we know, other Millions always 
inviſibly moving about us, and perhaps in us, or at 
leaſt in many of us; but that have, beſides all theſe, a 
vaſt many counterfeit Hocus Pocus Devils; human De- 
vi/s, who are viſible among us, of our own Species and 
{';aternity, converſing with us upon all Occaſions ; who 
like Mountebanks ſet up their Stages in every Town, 
chat with us at every Tea-Table, converſe with us in 
every Coffee-Houſe, and impudently tell us to our 
#1ces that they are Devils, boaſt of it, and uſe a thou- 
{nd Tricks and Arts to make us believe it too, and that 
tc) often with Succeſs. 

t muſt be confeſſed there is a ſtrong Propenſity in 
Man's Nature, eſpecially the more ignorant part of 
Mankind, to reſolve every ſtrange Thing, or whether 
really ſtrange or no, if it be but ſtrange to us, into 
Deviliſm, and to ſay every Thing is the Devil, that 
they can give no Account of. 1 

Thus the famous Doctors of the Faculty at Paris, 
when John Fauftus brought the firſt printed Books that 
then been ſeen in the World, or at leaſt ſeen there, 
no the City, and ſold them for Manuſcripts : They 
were ſurpris'd at the Performance, and queſtioned Fau/- 
un about it; but he affirming they were Manuſcripts, 
and that he kept a great many Clarks employed to 
write them, they were ſatisfied for a while. 

But looking farther into the Work, they obſerved 
tue exact Agreement of every Book, one with another, 
that every Line ſtood in the ſame Place, every Page a 
like Number of Lines, every Line a like Number of 
Words; if a Word was miſ-ſpelt in one, it was miſ- 
pelt alſo in all, nay, that if there was a Blot in one, 
it was alike in all; they began again to muſe, how this 
ihould be? in a Word, the learned Divines not being 
able to comprehend the Thing (and that was always 
ſufficient) concluded it muſt be the Dewi/, that it was 
dene by Magick and Witchcraft, and that in ſhort, 
poor Fauſtus (who was indeed nothing but a meer Prin- 
ter) dealt with the Dewz!, N. 5

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N. B. John Fauſtus was Servant, or Journeyma \, 
Compoſitor, or what you pleaſe to call it, 19 
Kater of Harlem, the firſt Inventor of Printing;

better Price. 


But the learned Doctors not being able to under! in 
how the Work was perform'd, concluded as abo 
was all the Dewil, and that the Man was a 
accordingly they took him up for a Magician ni tx 
Conjurer, and one that work'd by the Black Art, (Vat 
is to ſay, by the help of the Dewi/; and in a Word, 
they threaten'd to hang him for a Witch, and in de 
to it, commenc'd a Proceſs againſt him in their c 
nal Courts, which made ſuch a Noiſe in the Worl: 
rais'd the Fame of poor John Fauſtus to a fright! 
Height, till at laſt he was oblig'd, for fear of the G. 
lows, to diſcover the whole Secret to them. 


N. B. This is the true original of the famous I: 
Fauftus or Foſter, of whom we have beliey'd (ch 
ſtrange Things, as that it is become a Proverb, -: 
great as the Devil and Dr. Foſter : Whereas poor 


Fauſtus was no Doctor, and knew no more of the 
Dewil than another Body.

Wonderful Operations aſtoniſh the Mind, eſpecially 
where the Head is not overburthen'd with Brains; and 
Cutom has made it ſo natural to give the Dewi either 
Honour or Scandal of every Thing, that we can- 
not otherwiſe Account for, that it is not poſſible to put 

people out of the Road of it. 

The Magicians were, in the Chaldean Monarchy, 
h the Wiſemen; and tho' they are joined with the 
$-:cerers and Aſtrologers in the ſame Place, Dar. ii. 4. 
yet they were generally ſo underſtood among thoſe Peo- 
ple ; but in our Language we underſtand them to be 
People that have an Art to reveal Secrets, interpret 
Dreams, foretel Events, &c. and that uſe Enchant- 
merits and Sorceries, by all which we underſtand the 
{fame Thing; which now in a more er Way we ex- 
preſs by one general coarſe Ex preſſion, Dealing with the 
DEVIL. 

Ihe Scripture ſpeaks of a Spirit of Divination, As 
xvi. 16. and a Wench that was poſſeſs'd by this Spirit 
brought her Maſter much Gain by Southſaying, that is to 
av, according to the Learned, by Oracling or anſwer- 
ing Queſtions ; whence you will ſee m the Margin, 
chat this ſouthſaying Devil is there call'd Pjthor, that 
is, Apoll, who is often call'd Python, and who at the 
Oracle of Delphos gave out ſuch Anſwers and double 
Entendres, as this Wench poſſibly did; and hence all 
thoſe Spirits which were call'd Spirits of Divination, 
were in another Senſe call'd Pythors. 

Now when the Apoſtle St. Paul came to ſee this 
Creature, this Spirit takes upon it to declare that h 
Men, meaning St. Paul and Timotheus, were the Ser- 
wants of the moſt high God, which fhew'd unto them the 
Way of Salvation ; this was a good turn of the Devil, 
to preſerve his Authority in the poſſeſs'd Girl; ſhe 
brought them Gain by Southſaying, that is to ſay, re- 
ing difficult Queſtions, anſwering Doubts, interpret- 
ing Dreams, c. Among theſe Doubts, he makes her

The Evangeliſt St. Luke ſays, the Devil beſoughi him 
that he would not command them to go out into the Deep: 
Oar learned Annotators think that part is not rightly 
render'd; adding, that they do not believe the Devil 
fears drowning 3 but with Submiſſion, I believe the 
meaning is, that they would not be confin'd to the 
vaſt Ocean, where no Inhabitants being to be ſeen, 
they would be effectually impriſon'd and tied down from 
daing Miſchief, which would be a Hell to them; as to 
their going into the Swine, that might afford us ſome Alle- 
gor / ; but I am not diſpoſed to jeſt with the Scripture, 
no nor with the Devil neither, farther than needs muſt.

| remember a Story, how true I know not, of a

ſides, as Men in general ſeem to have alter'd their

Satan does not get theſe Advantages by Encroachn 
and by his infernal Power or Art, no not all; bu! 
the Man himſelf does it by his Indolence and 
gence on one Hand, and his Complaiſance to the 
on the other; and both Ways he, as it were, 
the Door to him, beckons him with his very Han 
come in, and the Dewi/ has nothing to do but 
and take Poſſeſſion: Now if it be ſo, and Mar 
frank to him; you know the Devil is no Fool 
take the Advantage when 'tis offered him, and th-:« 
fore tis no wonder if the Conſequences which | | 
been juſt now naming follow. 

But let no Man be diſcouraged by this, from 
aſſuming his natural and religious Powers, and vent» 
to ſhut the Devil out; for the Caſe is plain hem 
ſhut out; the Soul is a ſtrong Caſtle, and has a2 
Garriſon plac'd within to defend it; if the Garrifcr ' 
have well, and do their Duty, it is impregnable, 4: 
the cowardly Devil muſt raiſe his Siege and be g 
nay, he muſt fly, or, as we call it, make his Eſcape, 
Jeſt he be laid by the Heels, that ie, left his Weak 
be expoſed, and all his Lurking, lying in Wait. 
buſcade Tricks; this Part would bear a great Enlar;; 
ment, but I have not room to be witty upon him, 
you muſt take it in the Groſs, the Dewi lies at 0 
Buſo, as our Country People call it, to watch your co 
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ing out of your Hold; and if you happen to go abroad 
inarm'd he ſeizes upon and maſters you with eaſe. 

Unarm'd, you'll fay, what Arms ſhould I take ? 
what Fence againſt a Flail ? What Weapons can a Man 
take to fight the Devil? 1 could tell you what to fight 
him with, and what you might fright him with, for 
the Dewil is to be frighted with ſeveral Things beſides 
Holy Vater; but tis too {ſerious for you, and you'll tell 
me I am a preaching and a canting, and the like; fo 
i muſt let the Devil manage you rather than diſpleaſe 
you with talking Scripture and Religion. 

Well, but may not the Devil be fought with ſome 
of his own Weapons ? Is there no dealing with him in 
i Way of human Nature? This would require a long 
Anſwer, and ſome Philoſophy might be acted, or at 
'calt imitated, and ſome Magic, perhaps; for they tell 
us there are Spells to draw away even the Dewz/ him- 
{elf ; as in ſome Places they nail Horſe-Shoes upon the 
Threſhold of the Door, to keep him out; in other 
Places old Pieces of Flint, with. ſo many Holes and fo 
many Corners, and the like: But I muſt anſwer in the 
Negative, I don't know what Satan might be ſcared at 
1 thoſe Days, but he is either grown cunninger ſince or 
bolder, for he values none of thoſe Things now; I que- 
on much whether he would value St. Dunſtan and his 
ed hot Tongs, if he was to meet him now, or St.

It is true, this is a very weighty Point, and mi. 
deſerve to be handled in a more ſerious W. ay th 
ſeem to be talking in all this Book ; but give me 
to talk of Things my own way, and with all, t 
you, that there is no Part of this Work fo ſcemi 
ludicrous, but a grave and well wei we Mind mw 
make a ſerious and ſolid Application of it, if th 
pleaſe ; nor 1s there any Part of this Work, in Which 
a clear Sight and a good Senſe may not fee that the Au 
thor's Deſign is, that they ſhould do ſo; and as 1 
now ſo near the End of my Book, I thought it vw 
meet to tell you ſo, and lead you to it as far as I can. 
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[ fay, 'tis a great Part of human Wiſdom to know 
when the Dewi! is acting in us and by us, and when 
not; the next and ſtill greateſt Part would be to pre- 
vent him, put a Stop to his Progreſs, bid him go a- 
bout his Buſineſs, and let him know he ſhould carry 
an his Deſigns no farther in that manner; that we 
will be his Tools no longer; in ſhort, to turn him out 
of Doors, and bring a ſtronger Power to take Poſſeſſion; 
ut this, indeed, is too ſolid a Subject, and too great 
o begin with here. 

But now, as to the bare knowing when he 1s at 
work with us, I ſay this, tho” it is conſiderable, may 
done, nor is it ſo difficult; for Example, you have 
10 more to do but look a little into the Microcoſm of 
the Soul, and ſee there how the Paſſions which are the 
Blood, and the Affections which are the Spirit, move 
in their particular Veſſels; how they circulate, and in 
what Temper the Pulſe beats there, and you may eaſily 
de who turns the Wheel; if a perfect Calm poſſeſſes 
ne Soul ; if Peace and Temper prevail, and the Mind 
ieels no Lempeſts rifing ; if the Affections are regular 
and exalted to vertuous and ſublime Objects, the Spi- 
ri: cool, and the Mind ſedate, the Man is in a gene- 
ral Rectitude of Mind, he may be truly ſaid to be 4s 
e1n Man; Heaven ſhines upon his Soul with its benign 
[nfluences, and he is out of the Reach of the evil Spi- 
rit; for the divine Spirit is an Influence of Peace, all 
calm and bright, happy and ſweet like it ſelf, and tend- 
ing to every Thing that is good both preſent and fu- 
ure. 

But on the other Hand, if at any Time the Mind is 
ruffled, if Vapours riſe, Clouds gather, if Paſſions ſwell 
ie Breaſt, if Anger, Envy, Revenge, Hatred, Wrath, 
ilfe; if theſe, or any of theſe hover over you, much 
more if you feel them within you; if the Affections are 
roſſoſſed, and the Soul hurried down the Stream to em- 
vrace low and baſe Objects; if thoſe Spirits, which are 
de Life and enlivening Powers of the Soul, are drawn 
off to Parties, and to be engaged in a vicious and cor- 
rupt manner, ſhooting out wild and wicked Deſires, and 
running 
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running the Man head-long into Crime, the Caſe is + 
hily reſolved, the Man is poſſeſſed, the Devil is in him ; 
and having taken the Fort, or at feaſt the Counterſ{c-: 
and Out-Works, is making his Lodgment to cover 
ſecure himſelf in his Hold, that he may not be 
poſſeſſed. 

Nor can he be eaſily diſpoſſeſſed when he bas 
ſuch hold as this; and*tis no wonder, that being lodge 
thus vpon the Out- Works of the Soul he continue 
ſap the Foundation of the reſt, and by his inceſſant + 
furious Aſſaults, reduces the Man at laſt to a Surren: 

If the Allegory be not as juſt and appoſite as 
would have it be, you may, however, ſee by it 
full View, the State of the Man, and how the De: :, 
carries on his Deſigns ; nothing is more common. 
I believe there are few thinking Minds but may rent. 
upon it in their own. Compaſs, than for our Paſſions 2: 
Affections to flow out of the ordinary Channel; 
Spirits and Blood of the Soul to be extravaſated, 
Paſſions grow violent and outragious, the Affections 
petuous, corrupt and yiolently vicious: -W hence Co 
all this proceed? from Heaven we can't pretend i: 
comes; if we muſt not ſay tis the Devil, whoſe Doc 
muſt it he at? Pride (wells the Paſſions ; Avarice mo 
the Affections; and what is Pride, and what is A» 
rice, but the Devil in the Inſide of the Man? ay, 
perſonally and really as ever he was in the Herd 91 
Swine. 

Let not any Man then, who is a Slave to his? 
ſions, or who is Chained down to his Covetouſneſs, 5: 
tend to take it ill, when I fay he has the Devil in“ 
or that he is a Devil: What elſe can it be, and 
comes it to paſs that Paſſion and Revenge ſo often 
poſſeſs the Man of himſelf, as to lead him to comr 
Murther, to lay Plots and Snares for the Life ot 
Enemies, and ſo to thirſt for Blood? How comes 
but by the Devil's putting thoſe Spirits of the Sou! 
ſo violent a Ferment, into a Fever? that the Circu! 
tion is precipitated to that Degree, and that che Mn 
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400 is precipitated into Miſchief, and at laſt into Ruin 
s all the Devi, tho' the Man does not know it. 

In like manner Avarice leads him to rob, plunder 
ind deſtroy for Money, and to commit ſometimes the 
worſt of Violences to obtain the wicked Reward, How 
many have had their Throats cut for their Money, have 
deen murthered on the Highway, or in theirBeds, for 
ne Deſire of what they had ? It is the ſame Thing in 
ther Articles, every Vice is the Devil in a Man; Luſt 
Rule is the Dewi/ of great Men, and that Ambition 
their Devil as much as whoring is Father 5 
Dewi; one has a Dea; one has a Dewi of one Claſs 
ting him, one another, and every Man's reigning 
ice is a Dea il to hin, 

Thus the Devil has Lis involuntary Inſtruments, as 
well as thoſe who act in Confederacy with him; he has 
very great Share in many of us, and acts us, and in 
az, unknown to our ſelves tho' we know nothing of it, 
and indeed tho? we may not ſuſpect it our ſelves; like 
lagael the Arian, who when the Prophet told him 
how he would act the Desi upon the poor Jraelites, 
anſwered with Deteſtation, 7s thy Servant a Dog that 
be be Kent do this Thing, and yet he was that Dog, and 

all thoſe cruel Things for all that; the De vil act- 

ing him, or acting 1 in him, to make him wickeder than 
ver he thought it was poſſible for him to be.

ud! Satan is called the God of the World, as Men 
to 
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too much proſtrate and proſtitute themſelves to him 
yet he is not the Governor of this World; and the 
fore the Homage and Worſhip he has from the Wor!. 
is an Uſurpation ; and this will have an End, becaas 
the World it ſelf will have an End; and all Mank 
as they had a beginning in Time, ſo muſt expire 2: 
be removed before the End of Time. 

Since then the Devil's Empire is to expire and corn 
to an End, and that the Devil himſelf and all his 1H: 
of Devils are immortal Seraphs, Spirits that are 
embodied and cannot die, but are to remain in being 
the Queſtion before us next will be, what is to beco! 
of him? what is his State to be? whether is he to w. 
der, and in what Condition is he to remain to ch 
Eternity to which he is ſtill to exiſt ? 

I hope no Man wil! miſtake me fo much in wh + 
I have faid as to Spirits, which are all Flame, not 
ing affected with Fire, as if I ſuppoſed there wis 
Place of Puniſhment for the Devil, nor any kind 
Puniſhment that could affect them; and ſo of our 83 
rits alſo when transformed into Flame. 

I muſt be allowed to ſpeak there of that material Fi: 
by which, as by an Allegory, all the errors of an etc” 
nal State are repreſented to us in Scripture, and in the 
Writings of the learned Commentators, and by whic' 
the Pain of Senſe is deſcribed ; this, p-rhaps, I do n. 
underſtand as they ſeem to do, and therefore have faic. 

When we're all Flame (that is all Spirit) we ſhall «* 
Fire (that is, all ſuch Fire as this) deſpiſe. And thus 
I claim to be underſtood. 

It does not follow from hence, neither do I ſugge!:, 
or ſo much as think that infinite Power cannot form 
ſomething (tho* inconceivable to us here) which sa 
be as tormenting, and as inſupportable to a Devil, 
apoſtate Seraph, and to a Spirit, tho' exalted, nei 

bodied and rarified into Flame, as Fire would be 
other Bodies; in which I think I am orthodox, 4 
do not give the leaſt Occaſion to an Enemy to chary* 
me with profane Speaking, in thoſe Words, or 
plead for thinking prophanely himſelf.

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[t muſt be Atheiſtical to the laſt Degree to ſuggeſt, 
dat whereas the Devil has been heaping up and amaſſ- 
ing Guilt ever ſince the Creation of Man, encreaſing in 
hatred of God and Rebellion againſt him, and in all 
poſhble endeavour to dethrone and depoſe the Majeſty 
of Heaven ; that yet Heaven had not prepared, or could 
not prepare a juſt Penalty for him; and that it ſhould 
got all end in God's entire Victory over Hell, and in 
Satan's open Condemnation: Heaven could not be juſt 
to its own Glory, if he ſhould not avenge himſelf upon 
this Rebel, for all his ſuperlative Wickedneſs in his mo- 
gern as well as antient Station; for the Blood of ſo ma- 
millions of his faithful Subjects and Saints whom he 
12s deſtroyed; and if nothing elſe offered it ſelf to 
prove this Part, it would appear undoubted to me; but 
this, I confeſs, does not belong to Sazan's Hiſtory, and 
therefore I have reſerved it to this Place, and ſhall alſo 
be the ſhorter in it.

1. He confeit Chriſt to be the Sor of God (that by 
the Way) and ud Thanks to him, for that does not want 
the Devil's Evidence. 

2. He acknowledges he may be tormented. 

3. He acknowledge Chriſt was able to torment him. 

4: He acknowledges that there is a Time appointed 
when he ſhall be tormented, 

As to how, in what Manner, and by what Means, 
this tormenting the Devil is to be performed or executed 
that I take to be as needleſs to us as 'tis 1mpoſhble to 
«now, and being not at preſent inclined to fill your 
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Heads and Thoughts with weak and imperfect Gue! 
I leave it where I find it. 

It is enough to us that this Torment of the Den. 
repreſented to us by Fire, it being impoſſible for 
confined Thoughts to concerve of Torment by any I 
in the World more exquiſite 3 whence I conclude, 
Devils ſhall at laſt receive a Puniſhment ſuitable to t“ 
ſpirituous Nature, and as exquiſitely Tormenting 
burning Fire would be to our Bodies. 

Having thus ſettled my own Belief of this M.. 
and ſtate it ſo, as I think will let you ſee tis rich 
founded, the Matter ſtands thus. 

Satan having been Jet looſe to play his Game in 
World, has improved his Lime to the utmoſt ; 
not failed on all Occaſions to exert his Hatred, N.

Maler; he has not failed, from Principles of mecr
